Suit Brought to Prevent Him trom | 


Completing Certain of His 
Abstract Books, 


With the Object of Testing the Author- 
ity of the Recorder to Make 
Abstracts. 


A Powerfully-Signied Petition Against the 
Ejectment Resolution Ignored by 
the Oounty Board, 


Recorder Scribner was made defendant again 
yesterday in a suit to prevent him from com- 
pleting certcin of his abstract books. The 
complainant is George P. Barton, who repre- 
sents that be is a tax payer; that the Recorder 
keeps in hw office abstract books and indices 
which show a true chain of title to each tract 
of land and the incumbrance thereon, and he 
also, by the consent of the county and at its 
expense, is making and continuing a large 
number of books of data and memoranda 
in relation to judgments and other 
court proceedings called judgment in- 
dexes. By like authority he is also 
making and continuing books relating to 
judgments for delinquent taxes called tax in- 
dexes, compiled from the records iu the Coun- 
ty Clerk’s office. In connection with all this, 
the Recorder is makmg abstracts of title as 
they appear on his tract books and in- 
dices, and certifying to the correctness of the 
same. None of these abstracts relate to ante- 
fire conveyances. The 20th inst. the County 
Commissioners passed a resolution authoriz- 
ing the Recorder to temporarily employ such 
clerks as might be nevessary in his abstract 
department. Itis charged that the making, 
keeping, and maintaining of such judgment 
and tax indices and making of ab- 
stracts of title are no part of the 


lawful duties of a Recorder of 
Deeds, and wholly unauthorized by law; that 
the county has no power, directly or indirect- 
ly, to engage in the business of keeping such 
indices or furnishing such abstracts or to au- 
thorize or in any way require or consent to the 
expenditure of any moneys of the county or 
of the Recorder’s office for such purpose. The 
complainant, therefore, asks for an injunction 
to prevent the Recorder from keeping up bis 
judgment or tax indexes or from making any 
abstracts of title. Messrs. E. E. Prussing and 
A. M. Pence appéar for complainants, 


OBJECT OF THE SUIT. 

The object of this suit is to test the author- 
ity of the Recorder to make abstracts, or of 
the County Board to require him to do so. The 
law does not specify this as among the duties 
ofa Recorder. He is obliged to make copies 
of all deeds and to keep grantor and grantee 
indexes, and also, when so required, to keep 
tract books, in ‘which an accovnt is kept of 
each block or lot of ground from the earliest 
possibie period down. A tract book is now ing 
more than a set of abstracts minus the infor- 
mation derived from the court records,” A full 
abstract would be a copy from the tract in- 
dices of all warrantee deeds, MOftgages, con- 
tracts for sale, etc., which fre in the Re- 
corder’s office, and 480 of- Wills, judgments, 
Sheriff's sales, and zul other acts done 
affecting the property. These tract books, 
therefore, which thö Recorder can be made 
to keep, do notrfurnish all the information 
for making-ghstracts any more than the 
grantor grantee indexes: would. The ques- 
tion tobe settled is whetner the Recorder, in 
addition ate keeping these books, can also be 
required to gather up from the various courts 
and in other places the information necessary 
to make a full abstract, and can chen furnish 
those abstracts to private individuals just as 
the abstract firms are doing. It is not speci- 
fied as apart of his business, nor is authority 
spécifically given to the County Board to have 
it done. The question for the court to deter- 
mine is whether, since the powers of the board 
are quite vague as stated in the law, this par- 
ticular business, which bas been taken up of 
late years, can rightly come within the 
scope of their powers. That the Recorder 
may furnish a copy of any portion 
of his tract books for a fee no 
one doubtless would question, but whether he 
can gather up other information with which, as 
Recorder, he has, strictly: speaking, nothing to 
do, and then sell that information also, is the 
thing to be decided. 

ASKING THE RESOLUTION’S APPEAL, 

At the meeting of the County Board yester- 
day afternoon Commissioner Van Pelt calied 
up the communication from the Real-Estate 
Exchange referring to the county abstracts. 
The resolution ot the exchange asking that the 
abstracts be kept open to the public was read 
and referred to the Committee on Court House 
and Records. There was also presented to the 
board by Messrs. T. B. Bryan, Wiliam D. Ker- 
foot, and the other members of the committee 
the following petition, circulated by the Real- 
Estate Exchange, and having in addition to the 
names given below about 4,000 others: 

To the Honorable Board of Cook County Commis- 
sioners: We, the undersigned,citizens of the County 
of Cook, Illinois, believing that the enforcement 
of the resolution passed by your honorable board 
the 15th day of February, 1886, directing the Re- 
corder to deny all abstract firms, companies, and 
corporations, etc., the privilege of using the Re- 
corder’s office will be disastrous to the real estate 
and other business interests in the City of Chicago, 
do hereby respectfully petition your honorabie 
body to repeal said resolution, and that the same 
freedom of access to the records and documents in 
the Recorder's office of Cook County be permitted 
in the future as in the past.

AN: EN VENOMED BATTLE, 


IT IS RAGING AMONG THE MEMBERS OF THE 
GRANT MONUMENT COMMITTEE—PERSON- 
AL, POLITICAL, AND FINANCIAL REVENGES 
TO BE WREAKED. : 

New York, Feb. 27.—[Special.|—The fight 
in the management of the Grant monument 
fund is bitter and nowhere near its end, so far 
as cup be discerned. Contributions have 
ceased almost altogether, the rooms of the 
committee are in rarely-disturbed silence, and 
trouble between powerful men concerned is 
likely to come soon to a public explosion. The 
row has a political phase, and bears upon the 
forthcoming: campaign for United States 

Senator in this State. Ex-Gov. Alonzo 

B. Cornell is Chairman of the Execu- 

tive Committee, and from the outset he 

bas insisted upon entire control, It was he 
who fixed upon $1,000,000 as the sum to be 
raised, and bis were the methods of solicitation 
employed. The leader of the opposition in 
plain sight is Richard T. Greener, the Secre- 
tary, but behind bim is a strong backing. The 

Chairman and the Secretary have had personal 

altercation, and as between them all efforts 

have been taken from the monument project 
and directed towarts-the ousting of each other. 

On the o ne side it is averred that Cornell has 

undertaken to turn his position to political ac- 

count in furtherance of his Senatorial candi- 
ducy, while on the other it is charged 
that Greener has deliberately nullified Cornell's 
plaus because his own schemes of remunerative 
employment were interfered with, and plenty 
of allegations pro and con are fiercely made. 

There is no reason to doubt that the real pro- 

moter of acrimony against Cornell is Cornelius 


N. Bliss, a member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of Twenty and rival candidate for the Sen- 
ate; nor that ex-President Arthur and ex-Sen- 
ator Roscoe Conkling, both also in the Sen- 
atorial field, are separately, and yet in a cer- 
tain sort of unison, belping the onslaught. 
Arthur is a committeeman, but has not at- 
tended a meeting since Cornell took command. 
The body bolds still another probable nominee 
in J. Pierpont Morgan, who has held sedulous- 
ly aloof from Corneli’s management of the 
fund, but cannot be said to bave actively 
fought him. On behalf of Cornell it is urged 
that numerous selfish schemes, ostensibly to 
increase the fund, but really to enrich indi- 
viduals, would not have been squelched had be 
not acted imperativeiy. Among these was a 
Grant portrait project, to be indorsed by the 
committee, but only 10 percent of the pro- 
ceeds were to go to the funds, It is altogether 
a most envenomed battle. 

The motive still more potent against Cornell 
than political rivalry, however, is revenge de- 


sired by sufferers from the famous blind oe , 


the story of which has never been publish 

its conclusion. In this part of the warfire — 
Gould and his partner, Sidney Lillon, have 
been active. Could attenged several meetings 
as a member of the General Committee ot 
Three Hunared, 437 agely criticised the conduct 
of its affeirs, and openly assailed Corneil. 
Dilion belongs to the Executive Committee. 
and is responsiole for much of the turmoil now 
Tiging. Both Gould and Dillon were heavy 
losers through the blind pool, which was 
a fund intrusted to Cornell at his solicitation 
and on his assurance that there were big 
profits in an investment he was able to make 
with it. It proved to be a speculation in 
American District Telegraph stock, and 
there is a widespread belief that 
a certain man unloaded his holdings 
on the pool at high rates. The operations and 
the losses borne by so many influential persons 
were reported amid much scandal at the time, 
but the after consequences, taking years to de- 
velop, haye been added to the tale through 
death, utter ruin, and flight. Arthur B. John- 
son, banker, of Utica, shot himself in his of- 
fice. Edwin G. Halbert, a merchant of Bing- 
hamton, was made a bankrupt and forced to 
flee to the Far West, a man of middle age, 
there to begin life anew. Azro Chase, the rich- 
est farmer in Otsego County, had to surrender 
every cent's worth of his belongings to satisfy 
his creditors, and is now a dispirited, poor man. 
Hotchkiss, of the once celebrated banking firm 
of Burnham & Hotchkiss, biew out his brains 
at his home in Yonkers. Roscoe Conkling was 
a frightful sufferer. Before the blind pool 
be was possessed of a snug bank 
account. He was obliged to draw it 
all out and pay $125,000 to make 
good his indorsement of the notes of Arthur B. 
Johnson. This was a larger sum than 
owned, and it was to this calamity that he re- 
ferred when, on taking up the practice of law 
in this city, he said: “Il am now working to 
pay my debts. I hope to have a little money 
of my own again in afew years.. His friends 
declared then that his impoverishment had 
more to do with his withdrawal from politics 
than his failure to secure a reélection to the 
Senate, ana they have steadily prophesied that 
as soon as he had another bank account of fair 
dimensions be would return to statesmansbip. 
It would seem, trom what is known of bis finan- 
cial success as a lawyer, that the time has now 
come, and it happens curiously that his first 
political controversy is with the man who de- 
stroyed his property. The other losers are not 
less determined upon retaliation and the Grant 
fund fight is their work. 


BOOTH WAS ILL, 


AND NOT DRUNK, AS SOME ILL-NATURED 
PERSONS. CHARGBD—A SUFFERER KROM 
DYSPEPSIA, 

New York, Feb. 27. |Special. -A calumny 
against Edwin Booth bas been refuted, He 
closed a month’s season in this city tonight. 
His acting has been as good as ever in a round 
of bis familiar characters, with the notable ex- 
ceptions of one weak performance of Hamlet 
and one utter failure as lago, usually among 
the best of bis impersonations. The time of 
the latter occurrence was a Saturday night, 
whep zue theatre was jammed, as during most 
Oo che engagement. Booth was hesitant from 
the start, and acted unsteadily. Ig the act 
wherein Iago instilis jealous suspicion into the 
mind of Othello, and where Booth’s acting is 


commonly exquisit, he seemed to lose himself. 


completely; and a little later, while standing 
close to the footlights, he fell forward and 
would have tumbled into the orchestra 
had not a fellow-actor caught him, His 
part was cut down during the remainder of the 
play, and many in the audience believed that 
the tragedian was drunk. As much was insin- 
uated in published criticisms, and stories of 
his intoxication became current. 

A complete denial of the rumors is made for 
Booth, and the cause of his singular inability 
is explained.

STATE LIVE-STOCK CUMMISSION, 


CONSIDERING THE PREVAILING EPIDEMIC

The State Live-Stock Commission met at the 
Grand Pacific yesterday and discussed the 
alarming prevalence of gianders in the State, 
nearly every county from the Ohio River to 
Jo Daviess having isolated cases. Where 
horses have been in close contact with diseased 
animals they bave also been killed, and ipa 
number of such cases the Commissioners ap- 
praised the value of the horses at from $10 to 
$30. The State Veterinarian of Iowa, who was 
present at the meeting, stated that a similar 
epidemic of glanders existed in his State, no 
less than forty-four counties having cases. 

The commission took no action about filling 
the office of State Veterinarian. Regarding

The Works wm Probably Open 
Monday Morning—Little Trou- 
ble Anticipated. 


Police Protection Has Been Asked For 
in Case of an Interference 
from Strikers, 


Scenes About the Great Industrial Estab- 
lishment and Among the Men 


C. H. MCCORMICK SR. 

C. H. McCormick Jr. stated yesterday after- 
noon that he would start up the works without 
any doubt Monday. He did not care how 
many were willing to return, but he would en- 
deavor to provide for all who wished to do so. 
He did not anticipate any trouble whatever, as 
those who wished to go to work of their own 
free will could do so, while the others were not 
obliged to. He wanted to help the poor fel- 
lows who were most anxious to return. Man- 
ager Butler said that a large number of men 


a — 
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had dropped in during the day to signify their 
willingness to return. Mr. Butler also stated 
that ne had received letters from others who 
were willing to go to work if they were needed. 
The following circular was issued yesterday 
atternoon by the firm: 


Our works will resume operations Monday morn- 
ing next. In announcing this we wishto say that 
we propose to stand by our proposition of the 15th 
inst. on the question of wages to such of our men 
as we can put to work Monday morning. We shall 
not be able to furnish employment to all of the 
men who were engaged at the time the works were 
closed, but will provide for as many as we can. 
We hold firmly to our position taken—that we have 
at all times the right to employ or discharge whom 
and as many as we please.

In regard to the meeting beld Friday night 
Mr. McCormick said that he thought a large 
number of outsiders were present. He had re- 
ceived an anonymous message by telephone 
asking him to be present at the meeting, but, 
as he did not know whether it was trom 
bis men or not, he declined to attend. 

Superintendent Aver- 
I thought that the talk 
of there being only a 
few willing to go to 
work was all nonsense, 
and when the works 
would be opened there 
would be a grand rush 
for places. He was not 
in favor of haying po- 
lice around the works, 
but he thought that it 
would be necessary to 
avoid any trouble that 
might possibly occur. 

Mr. McCormick said he had had several cousul- 
tations with Chief Ebersold in regard to police 
protection and the Chief promised to help him 
in case of any trouble, aithough he did not ex- 
pect any 

Chief of Police Ebersold said he was confi- 
dent that there would .be no trouble there to- 
morrow. It there is any disturbance,’’ he 
said, ** the police will be on deck to suppress 
it. We will preserve peace at any hazard. 
The men have a perfect right to strike if they 
choose, but they must not intimidate others 
who wish to go back to work. I hope there 
will be no trouble, but the force will repel any 
attack on the employés. Mr. McCormick can 
open the works and keep them open without 
fear of molestation from the outside. In case 
there is an uprising my men will do their duty 
and protect the property of the company.” 
He refused to state how many men be would 
station at the works, but said there would be 
enough to prevent any troubie.

A FIGHT UVER A LOCK, 


EXAMINATION ON A CHARGE OF SUBORNA- 
TION OF PERJURY. 


Garry G. Calkins, who was represented by O. 


H. Horton, appeared before United States 
Commissioner Hoyne yesterday to answer to 
the charge of subornation of perjuryin in- 
ducing Austin D. Hoffman, a machinist and 
locksmith, to make false statements and afii- 
dayits in order to secure a patent-right toa 
device known as a nut-lock, intended as an 
attachment for door-knobs, Assistant United 
States Attorney Boal appeared tor the Govern- 
ment and Col. Dan Munn was there to look 
after the interests of the Gilbert Lock Com- 
pany of Newark, N. J., which claims a prior 


patent-right which has resulted in an inter- 
ference suit. 

Austin D. Hoffman testified that he lived in 
Minneapolis, but that prior to one year ago he 
had a shop in the River House, on Canal and 
Lake streets. Mr. Calkins came to him to have 
some work done in December, 1883; 
the work was upon a device for a 
sash-lock, and also for a nut-lock. 
Subsequently Calkins su@gested that witness 
should apply for a patent upon these devices, 
and, having secured them, turn both patent- 
rights over to Calkins for a money considera- 
tion. Drawings, specifications, and models 
were filed, witness making affidavit that he 
was the inventor, although he knew that such 
was not the case. The mechanical work would 
have simply paid him about $6, whereas, beme 
hard- up at the time, he allowed Calkins to per- 
suade him to apply for letters-patent upon 
promise of $100. He received $25 down and 
was to be paid $75 when the papers were issued 
and the rights made over to Calkins. After 
this Mr. Calking told him that there was an in- 
terference suit and that it would be necessary 
for witness to secure five or six witnesses to 
swear that he, Hoffman, was the inventor. 
Calkins gave him money with which to pay 
these witnesses $2 each for a prelimipary in- 
terview in which they were to be eoached as 
to their evidence and also money with which 
to pay them from $5 to $15 each for testifying 
that witness bad invented the nut-lock prior to 
the spring of 1882, 

On cross-examination witness said that he 
and the bought witnesses had testified that the 
nut-locks upon the house of witness in Jeffer- 
son had been in use on the door-knobs since 
1882, but that subsequently he discovered that 
in 1882 the house was not yet built, and so in 
the interference suit he contradicts his former 
evidence. He bad not placed the device on 
the doors of the house in Jefferson at any time 
and when he swore that he had done so he 
swore to a lie. There were never any wit- 
nesses present at the interview between Cal- 
kins and himself relative to the device who 
could overhear the alleged conspiracy. “I 
invented the ‘ brother-in-iaw’ for Ben No 
a West Side street-car conductor, and receiv 
$8 for it. I have invented beli-punches as 
well as their brothers-in-law.“ 

F. O. Carter, an ex-constable, said that one 
day on Randolph street he met Hoffman, who 
asked him if he wanted to make $15; he askea 
how and was told by making an affidavit to the 
effect that a certain lock shown him had been 
made by Hoffman prior to June, 1882. He re- 
plied that be would drop into the office later, 
and in the meantime ealled upon the Chicago 
agent of the Gilbert Lock mpany and in- 
formed him of his suspicions that some fraud 
was intended. Next day he and Hoff went 
to the office of the Chicago Lock Company and 
saw the defendant, who after some conversa- 
tion showed him a loca and said that the afii- 
davit would be of no use unless it apecified that 
witness bad seen the lock in use by Hoffman in 
June, 1882. Witness replied that if his recolleo- 
tion served bim right it must have been May 
when he first saw it. Por this visit and loss of 
time he was paid $2 by Hoffman, who also 
promised him $15 when the affidavit was 
signed. On the way down-atairs Hoffman said 
be must have more affidavits, and witoese said 
he could get one, upon which Hoffman handea 
him another $3.50 and told himto go and get 
one. Witness gota man who was employed 
by the Gilbert company.

The efforts of the Commissioners to make 
Lincoln Park attractive have been fully appre- 
ciated by the people.

60,000 per week. During the summer 
months the average exceeds 100,000 per 
week. Sundays and bolidays the at- 


tendance is enormous. The number of 
visitors sore Sundays must have ex-

HISTORY OF THE PARK. 

‘Twenty years ago Lincoln Park was but a 


Waste of sand within which were located three 


cemeteries—the Chicago, the Catholic, and the 
Jewish. It was only a couple of years ago 

‘the Commissioners acquired title to the 
plot of ground occupied by the latter, and in 
the grounds where the Chicago Cemetery was 


once located still stands the burial vault of one 
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of the oldest families of Chicago. This por- 
tion of the grounds belonged to the city sinve 
184%. In 1864 the Municipal Council acquired 
title to the sist acres lying north of it. Fur- 
ther burials were probibited witbin the city 
limits in that year. Provision was made by 
the Park Commissioners for the removal of 
bodies to cemeteries outside the city—the se- 
jection of buriai lots being left to the relatives 
of the deceased, the city purchasing new ones 
qual in size to those abandoned. Over 20,000 
bodies were thus removed. It was not until 
Sune, 1865, that it was determined to convert 
the cemeteries and the sixty acres to the north 
of them into a park. That year $10,000 was 
appropriated for the improvement of the tract. 
The first improvements consisted in laying 
out walks and in excavating the lakes w.thin 
the park aud in sodding the borders. In the 
course ofa few years the knolls and eleva- 
tions were made, and comport—consisting 
mostly of street sweepings—and loam (black 
earth’) were spread over the sandy ground. 
The improvements, such as they were, were 
Carried out in accordance with a plan sub- 
mitted to the Council by Mr. Swain Nelson, a 
landscape gardeuer and contractor. 

The city authorities proceeded very slowly, 
however. The Council was niggardiy as far as 
the park was concerned, and in 1869 a bill was 
in uced in the State Legisiature declaring 
the tract a park, determining ics boundaries 
as they stand at present, and naming a Board 
of Commissioners woo should have power to 
carry on all improvements. The bill which 


was passed into law named as the first Board | 


of Commissioners E. B. McCagg, a well-known 
lawyer; Andrew Neison, a Scandinavian Amer 
fean property-owner of the North Town, who 
was &ppointed through the exertions of Ivor 
Lawson, a countryman then in the Lerisla- 
ture; Jobn B. Turner, father of Mr. V. C. Tur- 
ner of the North Chicago Railway Company; 
Gen. Joseph Stockton, who was a gallant sol- 
dier in the Union army and who 1s now one of 
Chicago's most public spirited business-men, 
ahd Jacob Rehm, theu prominent in political cir- 
cles. The first year was devoted mostly to the 
perfection of plans for future improvements 
and toa survey of the park.

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THE NEW COMMISSIONERS. 

The first Com missioners apphinted under the 
act of 1871 were Gen. Stockton, S. M. Nicker- 
son, now and then President of the First Na- 
tional Bank; Beiden F. Culver, a leadmg real- 
estate dealer; William H. Bradley, Clerk of the 
United States Court: and Mr. Francis H. Kales, 
a leading lawyer. Gen. Stockton was the only 
one of the Commissioners named in the act of 
1869 who was appointed. Mr. Jobn B. Turner 
of the first commission died in — 1871. 
The term of office was five years; but in Feb- 
ruary, 1874. Messrs. Bradley, Kales, and Nick- 
erson resigned, owing to the failure of an as- 
sessment for park improvements, it is said. 
Messrs. F. H. Winston, A. C. Hesing. and Jacob 
Reum were appointed their successors, and 
Feb. 24 of that year Mr. Winston was elected 
President of the board in stead of Mr. Culver, 
who resigned that office.

ple. They bave given their time to 
the public service without fee or reward. 
Men of cultivated taste and of wide ex perience, 
they have been admirably fitted for the public 
positions which they have heid. The present 
board compares most favorably with any past 
commission. In its personnel, in ite desire to 
subserve the public interests, to maintain the 
bigh reputation of Lincoln Park, and spend 
the people's money to the advantage of the 
people, itis superior, if anything, to its pre- 
decessors. 


PUBLIC MONUMENTS. 

Gen. Stockton, the President of the board, is 
aman of untiring energy. a large portion of 
which be devotes to the service of the board. 


He is zealous for the improvement of Lincoln 


Park—that it may become tne most beautiful 
and at the same time the most popular of pub- 
lie resorts. It is largely due to his exertions 
that the park will, in the course of a few 
years, possess monumeuts of three of the 
greatest men of modern times—Lincoin, Grant, 
and Schilter. The pedestal for the Lin- 
coin monument is now in course of 
erection. The statue, which is of bronze and 
life-size, will be completed ina few months, 
and will be in its place by next November. The 
work is by Augustus St. Gaudens of New 
York, who designed and executed the one of, 
Admiral Farragut for Central Park, in that city. 
It is to be praced at the south end of the park, 
at the point where tne drives trom Clark street 
and Dearborn avenue intersect. The work bas 
cost $40,000, and is the gift of the ate Mr. Eli 
Bates, who has donated $15,000 for a fountain 
for the park. The latter is in course of con- 


| struction, and it is expected that it will be in 


place in the centre of the flower-garden, mid- 
way between the Schuller monument and the 
greenhouse, by the middie of June. 

The Grant monument, the history of which 
is familiar to the people of Chicago, will not be 
ready for a year or two, but the pedestal will be 
completed this year. Taé monument, when in 
its place, will be at the same time one of Chi- 
cago’s greatest ornaments and a lasting evi- 
dence of the patriotism, the spirit of gratitude 
and of generosity ot our people. The Schiller 
monument, which will be an exact copy of the 
one which stands over the grave of the great 
German poet in the cemetery of Marbach. in 
Wurtemberg, is of bronze, and life-size. It bas 
been already completed, and is now on its way 
from Germany to this country. The statue is 
the gift ot the Schwaben-Verein of Chicago, 
and will be unveiled next summer. It will be 
placed in the open space between the green- 
bouse and Clark street. The pedestal is al- 
ready completed. The Ryerson memorial, 
which was presented to the park by Mr. Martin 
Ryerson, a well-known Chicago banker, stands 
on the elevation to the south of the seal-basio, 
and is one of the great attractions of the park. 
It represents an Indian warrior looking west- 
ward. Crouched at his feet is his squaw and 
ber baby in a portable cradie. A wolf-dog, 
with ears all attention, is only other com- 

on. Itis intended to typify the red man 
in his native haunts. Iadian peace and war 
scenes are represented by bas-reliefs in copper. 
The whole is the work of Mr. Jobn Boyle, the 
Philadelphia sculptor. 
EXTENT AND COST OF THE PARK. 

The present extent of the park is about 250 
acres, of which all but thirty acres yu in 
Lake View is improved. Work on the unin 
proved will be commenced this spring. 
The drives take up about forty acres, the 
walks about ten acres, the lakes about tweive 
acres. ‘he remaining portion consists of 
lawns carpeted in velvet green, flower-plots, 
ete. The entire expenditure of the board from 
1869 to March 31, 1879, was $1,734,661, itemized

Half of 
them have been paid off already, and the eiev- 
enth insta)'ment (the eleventb year's share) is 
now being coilected. Besides the lande given 
to the commission by the city the Park Com- 
missioners have acquired the following tracts: 
About ten ares on the lake shore near North 
avenue, from Mr, John V. Farwell, for which 
$100,000 was paid; from Bass & Adams, fifteen 
acres, for which $287,680 was paid: about sev- 
enteen acres from the Newberry estate, price 
$332,220; and the Milliman tract, obtained 
from several owners, ircluding Mesers. 
Eisendrath, Nelson, and Schnell, $145, 769. 
The Farweli tract was obtained by 
purchase. The Commissioners at the time had 
not authority to condemn the property or to 
issue bonds for a firsc payment. They gave 
their indiv dual notes for pay ment. The prop- 
erty is now worth at least four times what was 
paid for it. Portions of the Milliman tract 
was acquired by purchase. The other parts 
were obtained, as were the Bass & Adams and 
Newberry tracts, through condemnation pro- 
ceedings in the courts. The property ob- 
tained through the Commissianers’ neotia- 
tions bave been tre most reasonable in price. 
A few years ago the Commissioners obtained 
possession of the Jewish cemetery grounds for 
$5,000. Portion of this is not yet paid. It 
bears Interest at 3 per cent. The expendi- 
tures were met by the sale of bonds, which, 
with the accrued interest, brougnt $613,051, 
by taxes $710,283, special assessments $422, 22 
sundry sources $1,693. Tne expenditures since 
1879 up to the time of the last annual report 
were as follows:

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This makes a total of $1,557,621 spent in the 
six years from 1879 to 1885, which, with the 
$1,734,661 expended during the ten preceding 
years, makes $3,292,282 spent on the park from 
the organization of the board in 1869 vill March 
81 ot last year. The expenditures for the year 
ending March 31, 1886, are estimated at $230,000. 
The park tax levy for this year is $150,650. 
This is exclusive of the levy for the retirement 
of bonds. 

HOW THE MONEY WAS SPENT. 

It may appear to many that these expenses 
are rather large, but it must be remembered 
that the land acquired by the Commissioners 
since they obtained eontrol of the park was 
high-priced, and as it was witbin the limits 
fixed by the Leg slature they were practicaliy 
compelled to acquire it. Besides, as has been 
before stated, the park grounds at the time the 
Commissioners undertook the management 
were but 250 acres of sandy surface, Poruon 
of the sand had to be car away, and every 
foot of surface bad to be d. 80 to speak, 
with clay, comport, and loam, and then seeded 
and sodded. Every cubic foot of compost and 
loum cost considerable. The clay was obtained 
from the Fullerton avenue conduit excavations 
for nothing, but the carting bad to be paid 
for. Every tree planted in the park had to 
have from four to six wagon-loads of black 
earth’’ placed around its roots. Such trees as 
grew on the tract were mostly worthless and 
had to be removed. In fact the whole park 
nad to be won from sterility and made to bloom 
and blossom. Another item of great expense 
has been the protection of the shore from the 
encroacoments of the lake. Various useless, 
not to say absurd, but allof them costly, ex- 
pedients were resorted to for this purpose 
from 1869to 1878. In the early part of the la- 
ter year it occurred to some one of the Com- 
missioners that the pian which bad for nearly 
a century been adopted in Holland to preserve 
the Dutchman’s domain from the visitations of 
the German Sea would be efficacious in the 
ease of Lincoln Park against Lake Michigan. 
Gen. Stockton and Mr. Withrow had studied 
the Netherland pian at the Philadeiphia Expo- 
sition. They described the method to their 
brother Commissioners, and the board experi- 
mented. The so-caliead Netherland plan 
(is it Known by that name outside of 
Chicago?) bas now been in operation 
for nearly eight years. It consists 
of laying bundies of brush transversely at a 
distance of from forty to 100 feet from the 
shore in from tbree to five feet of water. 
Gravel and clay are heaped upon that and the 
surface is paved with stone. This is a very 
costiy process, to be sure. It costs about $9 
per lineal foot, but it has proved successful— 
and it is the oniy known method that has been 
in such case. Last year, however, the tide 
swept over this barrier, and on the advice of 
Commissioner Cregier. who gave it as bis expe- 
rience that the lake waters had never reached 
such a bight, it’ was determined to erect a 
breakwater further into the lake, about 400 
feet from the shore, on a modification of the 
Netheriand plan. Piles are driven into the 
lake at from five to six feet apart. The brush 
is deposited between the pile- rows, and the 
work proceeds as in tho near-shore break- 
water. About 1.000 feet have been construct- 
ed on this plan already, aud about 3,000 feet 
will be constructed during the coming spring 
and summer. The space between the break- 
water and the shore will be filled in, and thus 
about ninety avres won from the lake will 
be added to the area of the park. 
The property thus saved and gained will be 
worth at least twenty times the expenditure. 
But, as the shore line of the park is nearly 
three miles in length, it can be clearly seen 
that the building ot the breakwater on the 
plan described has added and will add very 
largely every year to the cost of improvement 
and maintenance. The drives in the park 
and the walks are so much used and frequent- 
ed by the multitude that they have to be re- 
newed at brie? intervals. Owing, again, to the 
sandy character of the under soil the trees die 
out readily and bave to be renewed. An 
abundant water supply is required for the 
same reason. The Park Commissioners have 
had to establish their own works at a consid- 
erable cost, and to put in a large and expensive 
filter in the lake near the sourceof supply 
80 as to insure good water and prevent the 
pipes from being choked with sand. The pres- 
ent works have a capacity of about 1,200,000 
gailons a day. All this is needed in the 
summer. There are two artesian wells be- 
sides, but their capacity is not what it has 
been. Mr. Farrar, the engineer at the park 
water-works, a thoroughly competent and ca- 
pable man, says that further power will be 
needed when the Bates fountain is completed. 
This can be had, however, without much ex- 
pense, be says. All that will be needed will be 
to put in an additional engine and to make an 
addition to the present engine-house in order 
to make way for it. 

AN ADMIRABLE SYSTEM OF ACCOUNTS. 

Perhaps the most admirable feature of the 
present management of Lincoln Park is the 
metuod of accounts perfected by the present 
Superintendent, Mr. J. H. De Vry, who is at 
the same time Superintendent and gardener, it 
may be remarked. Under this system the 
foremen of the respective departments are 
supplied with a roli-call, which they use each 
morning. They report every evening to the 
Supermtendent in writing the names of the 
men employed under them, how employed, and 
for how many bours. This report is traus- 
ferred to the book of Daily Statement,“ to- 
gether with the expenditure involved. This 
“daily statement is summarized at the end 
of each week and transferred to the book of 
“ Weekly Statement. From thenve a sum- 
Maury is transferred to the ** Monthly State- 
ment,” and so on to the annual statement. 
The books are kept up to the very latest date 
and are modeis of neatness and clearness. 
They are open to the inspection of any tax- 
payer at ail hours during the day. The 
“daily statement shows exactly what 
work is in progress in the park and the parties 
employed there. All supplies for park pur- 
poses are furnished on the order of the Super- 
intendent, wto acts under the instructions of 
the Board of Commissioners. Every order is 
itemized in the order-book as to prise, quanti- 
ty, and the party purchased from is named. If 
the stub of the order i not sufficient to con- 
tain the items a list is made out in dupliéate 
and stamped by tne Superintendent. These 
lists, as well as the orders, are open to public 
inspecuon. The clerk, Mr. A. W. Walbroth, a 
most capable and painstaking official, can turn 
to any order in a moment and submit it for in- 
spection. Precision, neatness, and good order 
are observabie everywhere in the conduct of 
the park's business. There is no loafing among 
the empioyés—every man has todo the work 
assigned to bim, and doitwellorquit. The 
present staff of park employés cons sts of a Su- 
perintendent, an engineer and draftsman, one 
sergeant of police and fifteen patrolmen, a 
water-works engineer and one assistant, a 
greenbouse foreman and two assistants, a 
keeper of the zodlogical department and one 
assistant, six teamsters, and workingmen 
employed in the excavation of a lake in the 
Lake View section of the park, making a total 
of fifty-six men and the Superintendent. The 
principal work now going on in the park is the 


excavation of the lake already alluded to and 


the spreading of compost—street sweepings, 


mostiy—on the lawns. In the spring and sum- 
mer a larger force will be employed, and Sun- 
days, throughout what may be calied the park 
season, an additional number of special police- 
men are found vecessary.

THE FLOATING HOSPITAL. 

The Floating Hospital is perhaps the most 
beneficent feature of the park, and is alike 
creditable to the head and beart of those who 
conceived it. It was established in 1878 at the 
pier foot of North avenue, near the southern 
boundary of the park, and is intended for the 
benefit of children whose parents reside in 
those portions of the city most favorable to 
the spreud of disease—where the sewerage is 
bad, where the garbage s allowed by the city 
antborities to accumulate, and where the at- 
mosphere is fetid and filed with the germs ot 
a thousand agencies of death. During the 
summer months a small steamer plies between 
Clark street bridge and the Floating Hospital to 
take the poor mothers and their sickly bubes 
where the invigorating lake breezes may biow 
upon them, but not too rouguly. The Floating 
Hospital Association, of which Gen. Stockton 
is President, supplies al! the medicine and pro- 
vides for the medical attendance free of charge. 
An abundant supply of pure milk js also tur- 
nished. This most benevolent project is, as 
might be expected, well patronized. Over 17,000 
mothers with their babes attended last summer. 
Many came early in the morning and remained 
all day. Thousands of young lives have been 
saved through the establishment of this mag- 
niticently conceived institution, and countless 
are the blessings. bestowed on the heads of 
those who projected and maintain it. Gen. 
Stockton was one of the prime movers of the 
affair, and his name is not forgotten when the 
benedictions are uttered. 

The park is now lighted by electricity, and 
after the day has faded into night it bas be- 
come a favorit resort of the North-Side people 
in the summer. The electric lights were estab- 
lished there in 1883 and cost about $8,000. 
There are now fifty-two lights. The power is 
supplied by the engine of the water-works. 
Several lights wil! be added during the spring. 
Next summer the park will be brilliantly 
lighted and become more than ever the trysting 
place of young people, where at day's decline, 
in convers2 sweet, they may wander, lighted 
by artificial stars, which to peace, to pleus- 
ure, and to love” in Lincoln Park will be as 
dear as Hesperus. 

Though North-Siders may occasionally grum- 
bie at the park assessment, and though it may 
sometimes press too bardly on some persons, 
and though there may have been some extrav- 
agance in the past anc some foolish experi- 
menting and considerable injustice, yet the 


every reason to be proud of Lincoln Park. It 
is a thing of beauty in tneir midst. It bas ad- 
vantaged their property. It is a constant 
source of pleasure and enjoyment to them. 
Its present management is careful, econom- 
ical, and tasteful. Every year itis made more at- 
tractive; some new feature is being constantly 
added to make it more and more the people's 
park.” 


PUBLIC PAPERS PUBLIC PROPERTY. 


A DEMOCRATIC AUTHORITY CONDEMNS THE 
PARTY’S COURSE IN STICKING TO SECRET 
SESSIONS. 

New York World (Dem.) Editorial: What 
are the facts which led to the report of the ma- 
jority of the Senate Judiciary Committee on 
which an issue is threatened with the Demo- 


cratic Senators? 

Jan. 25 the Senate adopted a resolution cal- 
ling on the Attorney-General te furnish the 
Senate with all the papers in the possession of 
the Department of Justice touching the sus- 
pension of George M. Dustin, late United States 
District-Attorney for the Southern District of 
Alabama, and the appointment of John D. Bur- 
nett as his successor.” 

Two or three days afterwards the Attorney- 
General replied that the papers in that depart- 
ment reiating to the fitness of J. D. Burnett 


had already been transmitted to the Senate, 
and added: ** The papers and documents which 
are mentioned in the said resolution, and still 
remaining in the custody of this department, 
baving exclusive reference to the suspeusion 
by the President of George M. Dustin, the late 
incumbent of the office of District-Attorney of 
the United States for the Southern District of 
Alabama, it is not considered that the public 
interests will be promoted by compliance with 
said resolution and the transmission of the pa- 
pers and documents therein mentioned to the 
Senate in executive session.” 

The case isin a nutshell. The President's 
absolute power to suspend an officer in his 
discretion ’’ during the recess of the Senate is 
not questioned. His *!reasons’’ for this sus- 
pension are not asked. His private correspond- 
ence is not demanded. His ‘** prerogatives ’”’ 
are not invaded. Papers put on file in a public 
department become public documents. The 
Attorney-General does not deny this. He 
says that the President does not consider the 
public interests will be promoted“ by sending 
to the Senate the papers still remaining on file 
in the Department of Justice, because. they 
refer to a suspension and not a nomination. 

The issue, therefore, is not as to the Presi- 
deni’s right to make an suspension be pleases; 
not as to his obligation to give the Senate any 
reasons for or explanation of bis officia! action, 
but astothe rightof che Senate to public 
papers on file in a Government department. 

How will the Democratic Senators meet this 
issue? How ought it to be met? Have they not 
made agreat mistake by resoiving to stick to 
secret sessions? 

Is secrecy Democratic? Is concealment Dem- 
ocratic? 

Suppose Grant, or Hayes, or Garfield bad 
locked up the public records of the depart- 
ments from Congress, is it not certain that the 
Democratic Senators would have denounced 
the act in vigorous language?

Prominent Instructors of Chicago’s 
Youth in the Intricacies of 
the Art.

Well-meaning but dyspeptic individuals have 
railed against dancing from time immemorial, 
and the baleful waltz bas long acted upon the 
revivalist as a red rag does upon a bull; but 
tne effect upon the devotees of “ the light fan- 
tastio has not, as yet, been material. A 
dance is a safety-valve when youth, gayety, 
and buoyant spirits ace at high pressure, and 
in all countries ana at all times dancing bas 
been an important social factor, often even 
rising to participation in religious rites and 
ceremonies, The dancing ot the present is a 
decorous social form, as different from the tar- 
antelle of Italy, the bolero of Spain, and the 
farandole of Southern France as those gay 
figures are from the dancing that entered into 
Oriental religious ceremonies. Dancing bas 
been anathematized by the severely-intellectual 
as well as by the puritanically-strict moral- 
ists. Carlyle would doubtless have classed 
the diversion with card-playing, as one only to 
be indulged in by people of no mental re- 
sources. One cannot imagine Bacon, or Dr.

Johnson, or Emerson figuring as dancers; but 
everybody caunot be censors, moralists, and 
philosophers, and in the optimistic philosophy 
of tne epicureans dancing plays an important 
part. The southern countries are the home of 
the dance. In Spain and Italy dancing is in 
the air and in the blood, and when the tam- 
bourines jingle and the castanets click the 
limbs are enthused to grace and action as in- 
stinctively as the rich blood warms and colors 
the olive-tinged faces. There dancing is the 
outcome of light hearts and high spirits; bere 
it is indulged in very often because it is ihe 
prescribed amusement of society. Thus dan- 
cing bas degenerated somewhat. Waltzing bears 
the reiation to the czardas of the Hungurians 
and the cachonca of the Andalusians that ab- 
sinthe holds to spring wacer. 

Dancers of the modern style are, unlike 
poets, made, not born. Nearly every one with 
legs can be taught to waltz, although there are 
a number of awkward and elongated unfortu- 
nates who, either owing to a wealth of pedal ex- 
tromſties or to general gaucherie, are unable 
to guide a partner through sixteen consecu- 
tive bars of the mazy.“ The Germans are 
the best waltzers, as the Germans are the best 
composers of waltz music. Vienna, the home 
of the Strauss family, Guogl, Lanner, and kin- 
dred musical spit its, may also be called the 
home of the waltz. The German orcbestras 
play waltzes with the accelerations of tempo 
designated by the composer, and the dancers 
keep strict time to the swing and rhythm of 
the melody. This style of waltzing contrasts 
strongly with our own stately and dignified 
method and embodies the true spirit of 
the dance. Social philosopbers have claimed 
that they could read character in waltzing, and 
could designate the cuutious, non-committal 
style adopted with a stranger before the size 
of his bank account is ascertained, as distin- 
guished from the clinging style adopted by 
young women when waitzmg with a militon- 
aire. There are other styles aiso, including 
the confiding style adopted with she titied for- 
eigner; the encouraging but not too familiar 
style used with the young man who, though 
not rich at present, has brillant prospects; 
the eager, earnest style of the young woman 
who, having been out several seasons, is will- 
ing to accept almost anybody; the fond and 
foolish method of the engaged couple; and the 
devoted mode adopted with the youth who 
whispers the magic word supper.“

THE BLOOM OF THE PEACH, 


THE MATCHLESS CHINESE VASE BELONGING 
TO TKE LATS MRS. MORGAN OF NEW 
YORK. 

New York Sun: The late Mary Jane Morgan 
of opulent memory left bebind ber many ob- 
jects of surpassing and matchless beauty, but 
none concerning which there has been such 
perplexity and obfuscation as one simple vase. 
It is a most modest and unpretentious object, 
of a few inches in bight and of fewer in diame- 
ter, unburdened with precious stones or precious 
metal, but radiant in a quiet and poetic love- 
liness that is all itsown. Mrs. Morgan paid 
$15,000 for it, a fact which has served to con- 
centrate upon it the most intensely interested 
and widespread attention that has been be- 
stowed in a long time upon anything short of 
the President ot the United States himself. 

For nearly a thousand years of which we 
have historical knowledge, and probably tor a 
much longer period, the Chinese have made 
fine porcejlain—-the art baving died out 
perhaps a century ago. In its time it 
was their great interest, and with i 
there grew up a volume of tradition and lit- 
erature that have given to its fabrication 
a degree of social, religious, and sentimental 
importance such as other nations attach to re- 
ligion done. The Chinese, therefore, regard a 
piece of porcelain neither as a mere utensil 
nor as a mere ornament. They apprehend in 
a proper degree the conditions which bave at- 
tended its producuon, and, as these con ditions 
have been arduous in the same ratio in which 
it is rare and exquisit. they prize it according- 
ly. That is the principle, exactly stated, upon 
which Chinese estheticism is based. 

Mrs. Morgan's vase, like all of its kind—of 
which less than 100 have been discovered—was 
made in the early part of the dynasty of the 
Theis ia the reign of Khane-hy, between 
1662 and 1722. Severe and unpretending as it 
is, there is not now enough inventive genius 
or knowledge in the world to duplicate it or 
any other like piece of the same porcelain. 
Millions bave been expended in Europe on the 
part of the most intelligent potters and chem- 
ists in attempts to reproduce such things, but 
unvarying failure bas attended their 
It bas been given up iu despair, and the secret 
Is lost forever. The paste of this particular 
variety may in some degree be imitated, but 
the olor, which is believed to be the effect of 
some chemical product of gold, cannot be at- 
tained. 

It is a porcelain that hag not been described 
by any Chinese writer. In the “History of 
Porcelain, translated from the Chinese by M. 
Stanislas Julien, tnere is no mention of it, and 
in various Chinese writings concerning the 
period of Khang-hy it cannot be identified with 
certainty, perhaps because all the Oninese 
writers induige in such imagery and indirec- 
tion in treat of this subject. Yet for our 
aspiring contemporaries,greedy of a learning 
which they are not able unaided to attain, we 
will here add the fact that these objects are of 
the genuine Ou-tsai-khi, and that they were 
made at King-te-chin about the latter part of 
the seventeenth century for the imperial de- 
lectation alone. The director and chief artist 
of the time was named and 
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The trial of Capt. Saramo, who was found 
guilty of continued treason and sentenced to 
twelve years in the penitentiary, elicited the 
tact that the French Minister of War supports 
quite a number of military spies in any, 
and that Saramo was one of them, drew a 
salary of from $1,000 to $1,200 a month.

THE TWO SAMS IN CHICAGO. 

In his noon sgermen Friday Sam Small 
tripped slightly in quoting and applying in- 
correctly Macaulay’s famous word-picture of 
a traveler from New Zealand taking his 
stand on London Bridge to sketch the ruins 
of St. Paul’s. Owing no doubt toa slip of 
memory the evangelist gave the quotation an 
application not intended by the great essay- 
ist, and the error, trifling and insignifieant in 
itself, is worthy of examination on account of 
the comparisons it suggests. In an essay 
written in 1840 Lord Macaulay undertook to 
refute the claim that theology could be re- 
garded as a progressive science, and, argu- 
ing from the standpoint of a Chris- 
tian, declared his opinion that the 
law of progress did not necessarily 
apply to religious beliefs. Selecting the 
church which he considered most distin- 
guished for false doctrine and superstition, 
he confessed the belief that it might still 
exist in undiminished vigor when a traveler 


his arm might take his stand on a broken 
arch of London Bridge. It was in this sense 
that Macaulay employed his famous illustra- 
tion and not merely in portraying an antiqua- 
rian pondering over ruins and speculating in 
regard to the character of the former inhabit- 
ants of the region. The Georgia evangelist’s 
reference to Macaulay is peculiarly suggest- 
ive, since the two Sams are now preaching in 
Chicago a Style of theology hoary with age 
and wholly free from modern innovations. 
Sam Smali and Sam Jones are instances that

The methods of Sam Jones and Sam Small 
may be novel, but they preach from the old 
version and their doctrines are essentially 
the same as those held by orthodox congre- 
gations centuries ago.

They are equally rad- 
ical in points of faith. Their theology may 
be judged generally from the declaration of 
Sam Jones that he believes literally that 
‘* the whale swallowed Jonah and the only rea- 
‘son I don’t believe that Jonah swallowed the 
‘‘ whale is that the Bible doesn’t say so.“ The 
Georgia evangelists construe the Scriptures 
literally and are intensely orthodox. Their 
preaching 1s noyel only in method and man- 
ner and not in respect to the doctrines set 
forth. They use the language of the street 
and the shop, and their sermons displa 
extreme radicalism, the humorous illustra- 
tions, and the scoring invective long employed 
by partisan orators in political campaigns. It 
is something new to have the Gospel set 
forth in this style, but when it comes to the 
matter of their preaching the two Sams will 
not consent to vary the old beliefs one jot. 

The success of the Georgia evangelists is a 
modern instance which confirms strongly the 
argument advanced by Macaulay nearly fifty 
years ago. In the paper from which Sam 
Small quoted the great essayist contended 
that the experimental and inductive sciences 
furnish no analogies for theology, and that 
while in regard to the one the law of the hu- 
man mind was progress it was not neces- 
sarily so with the other. In the course of 
his argument he said: 

It matters not at all that the compass, print- 
ing, gunpowder, steam, gas, vaccination, and a 
thousand other disceveries and inventions 
which were unknown in the fifth century are 
familiar to the nineteenth. Noue of these dis- 
coveries and inventions has the smallest bear- 
ing on the question whether man is justified 
by faith alone, or whether the invocation of 
saints is an orthodox practice. It seems to us, 
therefore, that we have no security for the 
future against the prevalence of any theolog- 
ical error that has ever prevailed in time past 
among Christianmen. . As to the ques- 
tion what becomes of nfan after death we do 
not see that a highly-educated European, left 
to bis unassisted reason, is more likely to be in 
the right than a Blackfeet Indian. Not a single 
one of the many sciences in which we surpass 
the Blackfeet Indians throws the smallest 
light on the state of the soul after the animal 
life is extinct. ' 

Arguing thus that religious beliefs must be a 
matter of faith simply, Lord Macaulay boldly 
denied that theology could be esteemed a 
progressive science. He pointed out that 
the men who strengthened old beliefs by 
founding new churches were spurred on to 
the work by dreams of the great judgment 
seat, the open books, the unquenchable fire.” 
Advances in science and general enlighten- 
ment would neither proye nor disprove funda- 
mental religious doctrines, and Macaulay 
could see no reason for supposing that the 
primitive style of preaching would ever lose. 
its power. This bold theory certainly seems 
to hold good in the case of an homogeneous 
people free from any foreign admixture 
and with little to disturb their ancient 
beliefs. Sam Small and Sam Jones spring 
from such communities. In the South the 

great majority of the pedple have been na- 
tive to the soil for many generations, fixed in 
their habits of thought, and naturally inclined 
to hand down the old beliefs unchanged. 
Hence the Georgia evangelists have had 
great success preaching their venerable the- 
ology in the Sauth. Will they succeed 
equally well in the North, where the popu- 
lation is mixed and where all forms of re- 
ligious doctrine’ have been in a ferment for 
generations? Now that the two Sams have 
begun their preaching in Chicago, the most 
progressive of cities, there is an excellent op- 
portunity to put Macaulay’s ingenious theory 
to a complete and satisfactory test. 
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STRANGE DOINGS IN THE WHITE 
HOUSE. 

** Sassiety in Buffalo, likewise the Jef- 

ferson simpletonians, are all torn up over 
e social capers of the President and his 
sister since their elevation to the dignity of 
the White House. The people of Buffalo, 
who knew Grover when he lived over a 
hardware store, are said to be speechless with 
astonishment as they behold his giddy con- 
duct since the splendors of the White House 
turned his head. Arthur was a gay liver, 
but he lived like one to the manner born. 
His gorgeous attire, dashing dinners, and 
jovial late hours fitted him naturally. He 
could carry all this outside elevation and still 
attend to business. He was used to it. Mr. 
Cleveland, however, went to the White 
House from conditions which were some- 
what narrow and austere, and the Jefferson- 
ian simples looked to him to- set an example 
to the American people in economy, frugal- 
ity, and abstemiousness, such as might 
be expected from a _ gentleman in 
humble circumstances, formerly dwell- 
ing over a hardware store. Instead 
of this, he appears to be striving 
to outdo Arthur. His old neighbors with 
wide-open eyes assert that he is now a 
dashing dandy, a pleasure-seeker and fash- 
ion-server, who walks resplendent in fine 
raiment, loads his table with a variety and 
an abundance of wines, and keeps astound- 
ing hours.” <A letter to the Boston Tran- 
script says they declare Cleveland wasn’t 
much of a society man here, but he beats 
Arthur now by considerable, and he can do 
“but one thing more. When he gets to 
„wearing the red rosebud in his coat there 
„won't be another straw to add.” Cleve- 
land's od Democratic cronies in Buffalo fear 
that his head has been turned by the giddy 
whirl around him, and that while the great 
moral-reform party is drifting about in peril- 
ous seas without chart or steersman he is 
wining, dining, and fiddling. 

The President’s sister comes in for even 
more unfriendly criticism than the President 
himself. Prior to the election it appears that 
Rose Elizabeth Cleveland had been known as 
a coldly intellectual person engaged in the 
work of lecturing upon the subject ot uni- 
versal temperance.” Now the Buffalo women 
loudly complain that she, too, has tumbled 
into the maelstrom, and that if her brother is 
outdoing Arthur the sister is outdoing Ar- 
thur’s sister in frippery and gayety. She has 
quit her studies and given herself to toilets. 
The Buffalo gossips go so far as to say that 
she outdoes her predecessor in the matter of 
low necks and short sleeves, which has in- 
duced all the other Democratic women in 
Washington to follow the dangerous ex- 
ample; and that she has lost the steadiness 
of her former sober, level head. Mr. Arthur 
aroused the furious indignation of the Jeffer- 
sonian Democracy by adopting a Pres- 
ident’s flag, but the Clevelands have 
gone a step further than this, and 
are now sporting a crest. A Washington 
dispatch to the New Tork Sum says that the 
women of that city have been surprised by 
the appearance of & crest on their invitations 
to the White House—an aged, bald-headed 
eagle, pinions at rest, and upon its breast the 
shield with its thirteen stripes and stars.

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JONES OF FLORIDA, HIS WOOING. 

We regret to observe a disposition among 
some of our contemporaries to make light of 
Senator Jones of Florida, who is just now 
engaged in a one-sided sort of wooing affair 
in Detroit.

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TALKERS IN THEATRES. 

An interesting case recently transpired in 
the English eourts involving a question which 
thousands of people in this country would like 
to see settled as it was over there. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Carl Rosa, the well-known 
opera manager, was sued by One De Freece 
because he was refused admittance to the 
theatre after he had purchased a ticket. The 
plaintiff not only demanded the price of his 
ticket, but exemplary damages. The manager 
defended his action on the ground that De 
Freece was an obnoxious person, being in the 
habit of talking so loudly that he interfered 
with the comfort of those who wished to 
enjoy the entertainment. The court sus- 
tained the manager’s view of the case and 
decided that the plaintiff was entitled only 
to the price of the ticket he had purchased, 
upon the ground that theatrieal management 


Was a private business, and that managers 


had the right to exclude applicants for 
tickets, particularly upon the showing as set 
forth by Mr. Rosa, This, he declared, was 
the settled law of England. 

It is a thousand pities that such is not the 
settled law of this country also, and that the 
Anglomania which has set in does not adopt 
this sweetly English custom of bouncing 
loud talkers out of theatres and opera-ho 
At present audiences appear to be at 
mercy. The annoyance comes not only from 
individuals but from theatre parties also, 
Puck in one of its recent issues suggested a 
remedy in the latter case by having the boxes 
with glass fronts, which would enable the 
party to see and be seen, but would save the 
audience from the clatter of its tongues. The 
suggestion may not be practical, but it would 
be hailed with delight by suffering audiences. 
The evil has reached an extentin this coun- 


try which is well nigh intolerable. More than. 


once conductors have had to stop perform- 
ances until the noisy talking all about them 
ceased, Audiences are proverbially good- 
natured or they would rise up en masse and 
hiss the offeriders, as is done in European 
countries whenever a person shows such dis- 
respect to the performers and those who have 
paid their money to hear them. There is no 
surer indication of a low-bred and vulgar per- 
son than his willmgness to render himself

down to constitutional debates? Does the 
Senatorial courtesy extend no further than 
the Senate Chamber?

of those about him who have paid for their 
entertainment and whom he is robbing. If 
these garrulous people do not care for the 
play or the opera, as apparently they do not, 
they have no right to interfere with the con- 
venience of those who do, ‘There are other 
places where they can talk, and there is am- 
ple opportunity in the interminably long 
entr’actes which have come to be the rule in 
theatres nowadays, when so much more de- 
pends upon a change of toilet for each act 
than upon the ability of the actress. 

A code of stringent laws setting forth the 
etiquet to be observed at the opera or the 
play would be a blessing to the community. 
If they could be so drawn up as to punish the 
late comers who ruin the first act, the early 
goers who ruin the last act, the 
loud talkers who ruin all the acts, 
and to compel women to remove the 
abominations they wear upon their heads 
which cut off the view’of those who have the 
misfortune to sit behind them, rendering vis- 
ible only the gas borders in the flies, they 
would confer a boon on the suffering public, 
In these respects the English, as well as the 
Continental countries, have the advantage of 
us. The area of freedom which we enjoy is 
not confined to good. manners. Vulgarity 
has the widest latitude, and a half dozen 
boors in a theatre. may infringe upon the 
comfort of more than a thousand people with 
perfect impunity. As these are days of re- 
form, perhaps some one can suggest a rem- 
edy for these evils. 


THE RATE ON DRESSED BEEF. 

The action of the railroad managers in ad- 
vancing the relative rate of freight on dressed 
beef to the East is all the more difficult to 
comprehend, as it was understood that the 
rate now rescinded was adopted as final.“ 
At the meeting of the Executive Committee 
held in June, 1884, it was resolved that in a 
certain event the matter should be referred 
to a board of arbitrations hose decision 
shall be final.” It was so referred, and the 
result is thus stated in the official report of 
the meeting of the committee held in No- 
vember, 1884: 
settled by the final decision of Judge Cooley, 
who has reached the conclusion that the 
dressed-beef rate should be 75 per cent more 
than the live-cattle rate.” 

On this dasis the former was fixed at 70 and 
the latter at 40 cents per hundred pounds, 
and no complaint was made by the shippers 
of dressed beef, though they held that they 
were assessed at too high a rate. But the 
new schedule is in direct contravention of 
the final decision” by Judge Cooley. In 
lowering the figure on cattle to 35 cents those 
for beef should have been reduced to 61 
cents, the larger sum being 75 per cent in 
excess of the smaller. The drop to 65 cents 
is not only a greater discrimination against 
the dressed-beef men than had before ex- 
isted, but it is a direct going back on 
the agreement which they sup the 
railroad managers had made with in, and 
on the strength of which they had made ar- 
rangements for sending large quantittes of 
food to the people of the Eastern States. 
They have good grounds not only for com- 
plaint of unfair treatment but for charging 
bad faith on the part of the railréads, which 
is all the less easy to bear as it is pretty 
well known to have arisen from unworthy 
motives. Having had that agreement thrown 
back in their teeth the dressed-beef shippers 


are now perfectly justified in demanding. 


something more than the miscalled equality 
that has heretofore existed. They should 
now demand that the charge per 100 pounds 
shall be only 48 cents instead of 65, so long 
as the live animals are carried for 35, and not 
rest content till the justice of the claim is 
conceded to them. 

It may seem a small matter to make such 
a fuss about, but the differences mount up to 
large sums on the transportation of millions 
of pounds, and the principle involved is an 
important one. It carries with it the ques- 
tion of the right of a railroad corporation to 
discriminate in the interest of one party 
against the business of another, which can- 
not be yielded by the public without great 
peril. Grant this to the railroad companies, 
and we permit them to assume the position 
of despots amenable to no law except that of 
their own Sweet will, We invest them with 
the right of absolute control over the proper- 
ty if not the lives of the citizens of what is 
supposed to be a free country, but in such a 
case can be free no longer. 


Tue pluck of Senator Jones of Florida 
cannot but be admired, whatever may be 
thought of his discretion. What to him are 
Senatorial honors when he is wooing a damsel 
in Detroit? Senator Jones, if ever the women 
of this great Nation have a vote, may be 
elected President and get even with ail his 
present scoffers.

THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION SUIT. 
The Citizens’ Association made another at- 
tack in the courts yesterday on the County 
Commissioners, the object being to prevent 
them from paying part of the taxes of the 
Towns of Bloom and Thornton. The charge 
is that the 15th inst. the Committee on Wards, 
Bridges, and Licenses submitted a report that 
the Town of Thornton wished to build two 
new bridges over the Calumet River and to 
repair certain roads at a cost of $6,000, 
and recommended that the county ‘pay $2,000, 
or one-third the cost of the proposed improve- 
ments. Also that the Town of Bloom wanted 
to rebuild two bridges at a cost of $505, and 
the county ought to pay one-half, or $252. 
The report was adopted, and the bourd thereby 
agreed to pay the above amounts. The Dill 
further leges that the county is deeply in 
debt, and t there will probably be a deficit 
of $800,000 tor the fiscal year of 1885-86. The 
law forbids the County Commissioners appro- 
priating over $500 without a two-thirds vote 
of the board, which was not obtained. There 
is no law allowing the board to pay for repair- 
ing roads in Thoruton, and if it can do so in 
one town it can in any or all. The township 
authorities have not taken the necessary pre- 
liminary steps to authorize a county appropria- 
tion [there was no money at tue time in the 
County Treasury}, and bence it is claimed that 
the proposed items for these bridges are 
illegal, and the board should be enjoined from 
allowing these items to be extended on the tax- 
books fer collection. A temporary injunction 
was granted by Judge Garnett.

The former 
is based on faults in the picture, which is now 
in the Water-Color Society exhibition. The 
singer is a girl who, measured -by correct per- 
spective, is not less than seven feet tall. she 
could not possibly operate the pedal of the in- 
strument in the manner shown.

THE DRAMA. 


A WEEK WITH THE BEST WORK AT A 
MINOR THEATRE. 

The week bas not been an excessively enter- 
talumg one theatrically. At two places of 
amusement the second week of a drama ot 
moderate merit has dragged its slow length 
aiong and at others the performance has been 
of a mediocre quality. The People's Theatre 
on State street has bad really tbe best ber- 
formance of che week so far as clean, good 
acting goes. “Soap Bubbles. presented by 
the Baker and Farron combination, does not 
amount to much asa play; it is too much on 
the Rag Baby” or “We, Us & Co.” order, 
but the manner in which a number ot the parts 
were suetuined lifted the piece above medioc- 


rity and made it rather the feature of the week. 


Mr. Farron is an actor who will yet be known 
as one of the cleverest in the nonsense busi- 
ness, Mr. Baker is at least good, and Mr. 
H. W. Rien, Mr. E. H. Mack, and Miss Grace 
Emmet did admirable work. The rest of the 
company are almost beneath criticism in what 
they do, but the performance of those who 
have been named was such as to draw good 
houses away from the more pretentious places 
of amusement. 

It is well enough to give an aspiring manage- 
ment credit for good intentions. The People’s 
Theatre is something of an anomaly. It is on 
State street, just below Congress, and its wel- 


fare Gepends largely upon wheter or not re 
forms in State street life are carried out. The 
theatre is conducted as a first-class piace of 
amusement, at least the idea is to get the best 
attractions, but it bas in its immediate neigh- 
borhood so many pviaces of questionable char- 
acter that the management find it difficult to 
convey to the public a just idea of what mey 
are seeking to attain. The overflow of the 
first-ciass theatres now goes largely to the 
Peopie’s: OCompanics which may be far 
superior to those which bave a name appear at 
the People's for a season, and so Ox their status 
in the minds of those who chance to see them. 
So far bas the People’s advanced in its effort 
to rank with the best theatres. If the move- 
ment of property-owners to make State street 
what it should be for afew blocks further 
south succeeds the long lease taken by the 


theatre management will prove a good invest- 


ment it this movement lag too much the Peo- 
ple's will have a harder time of it. But the ef- 
fort to establish a creditable place of amuse- 
mentin the locality mentioned at least de- 
serves success. It looks now as if it would at- 
tain it. 

People's is thus alluded to because, all 
th considered, it bas really had the most 
attractive performance of the week. Our 
Irish Visitors at the Columbia bas not drawn 
gnod bouses. Clio bas done pretty well at 
Hooley'’s; as bas “The Guv'nor” 
Chicago Opera-House. * Aphrodite at the 
Grand Opera-House has not been much 
of an attraction, and still less bas been 
„Tue Shadows of a Great City io its sec- 
ond week at McVicker’s. At the Madison 
Street Theatre the Home opera company in 
“The Mikado” bas been profitable. On the 
West Side the theatres have done, relatively, a 
better bus ness than those on the South. The 
week to come offers features less monotonous 
and uninv'ting. 

SECOND CHICAGO OPERA-HOUSE CONSERVA- 
TORY RECEPTION. 

The second entertainment given under the 
auspices of the Chicago Opera-House Con- 
servatory Thursday afternuon aroused appre- 
ciation in a very large audience and discovered 
more or less talent among the pupils woo par- 
ticipated in the program.

Haller, Chopin, Liszt. While playm by mem- 
ory is not obligatory it is strongly recom- 
menced apd will entitie the candidate to a 
higher number of credit marks. The clearness 
with which the several tests are defined is a 
most encouraging feature of the prospectus. 
It is hardly possibly that an organization of this 
kind can be other than an important help 
in raising the standard of musical education 
in this country. The mere fact of these tests

A MALE BEAUTY. 


COL. NICHOLAS SMITH OF NEW YORK, Tun. 


PRETTIEST MAN IN THE UNITED STATES— 
HIS VIEWS REGARDING BEAUTY IN THE 
ABSTRACT AND CONCRETE. 

St. Louis Globe-Demoerat: A tall, erect gen- 
tieman, with sumptuous shoulders expansive- 
ly thrown back, and a proudiy-poised head, 
whose long gray curls fell from beneath the 
brim of a semi-military stiff’ hat and nestled 
against his coat collar, walked up to the desk 
in the Southern Hotei yesterday ana registered 
as Col. Nicholas Smith of New Vork.“ He 
asked the cierk if any of the rooms had two 
windows, and put a further query about the 
gas-jets, which he desired to be four in num- 
ber and to have a'certain arrangement. After 
a brief conversation touching the heating of 
the rvom, the gentleman was assigned by the 
clerk to Room $2, which is on the parlor-floor 
and overlooks Broadway. 

“Do you know that man?” one bysgander 
asked another as the tall gentleman, who was 
covered with a gray ulster that had a dude cape 
to it, passed. ' 

No,“ was the reply. 

„Well,“ said the first speaker, that's Col. 
Nicholas Smith.“ 

And who the h—1 is Col. Nicholas Smith!“ 
the other asked. 

He's the only professional male beauty in 
the world,“ was the answer. “He's a Langtry 
in breeches.“ 

This description is said to fit Col. Nicholas 
Smith exactly. As far as personal appear- 
ance goes the words have a perfect applica- 
tion. Col. Smith, besides being well dressed 
is a ba@adsome man, and he knows it. He 
has enjoyed this reputation for twenty years, 
and it does not worry bim in the least, His 
presence is irresistible. His eyes are dark and 
have a ravishing glow that would melt the pen 
of Thomas Moore inte a new houri-haunted 
ecstasy. Age is beginning to make its first im- 
prints upon his features, but, altogether, they 
are still expressionful and radiant of those 
qualities that enter into the composition of 
beauty. There is an admixture of Greek dis- 
tinctness and Oriental richness in the lines of 
his face, the profile being clear-cut and regu- 
lar and the contour of the ovaj pattern so much 
admired in Asiatic maidens. Smooth-shaven, 
with rounded cheeks anda pale wine glow to 
his skin that helpsto highten the effect, the 
Colonel’s «handsome face is strikingly framed 
in a profusion of curled and tossed gray hair 
that he evidently cultivates with great care, 
and that is not parted at all, but falis forward 
upon his forehead in bewitching little beau- 
catchers, as they are called when girls wear 
them, that droop to either side and give a 
slight suggestion that perhaps the wearer, 
when be parts his hair at all, parts it in the 
middie. Fully six feet in hint, well built, well 
dressed, and, though slightly affected and as- 
sumedly languid in his manner, still of attrac- 
tive speech, the Colonel is fully equipped for 
heart-conquests among the other sex, and if ali 
that Is said about him be true is one of the 
most successful fascinators now before the 
public. The description here given was ob- 
tained by a Globe-Lemocrat reporter who visited 
Col. Smith in his room late yesterday after- 
noon, and had a brief conversation with him, 
The room did not have two .windows to it, but 
there was a bright fire in the grate that as- 
sisted the daylight, which sifted through the 
lace. curtains and fell upon a large swinging 
mirror that stood almost opposit the window. 
The mirror was the upper part of a dresser, 
and the dresser had one end turned out frog: 
the wall so that its back was exposed; then 
the mirror, which wasswung on de pieces, 
was simply reversed and received the window's 
gracious tribute of light. The dresser stood 
out trom the partition wall at an angle of 
about 75°, and left a space in the corner where 
the Colonel could pose or sbave or fix his 
gorgeous gray hair. The word shave is intro- 
duced as a matter of precaution only, for there 
was a razor-strop on the mantel; and some- 
thing, too, that looked very much like a box 
of cosmetics. 

During the conversation Col. Smith, wit hout 
intending to do so, gave a sketch of his own 
career. He was reared in Kentucky, and went 
to Harvard College, from whieh he graduated 
in 1860. In that year he took bimself to Law- 
rence, Kas., where he purchased and ran the 
Lawrence Republican, a weekly paper. His 
connection with journalism continued unt 
1861, wher! he abandoned the ink-pan and hand- 
press to become a soldier. He was given a 
commission by Lincoln, and went safely in 
some position through the War. Ten years 
after. the closeof the War he married Miss Ida 
Greeiey, daughter of Horace Greeley, and suf- 
fered the loss of his wife only a few years ago. 
‘Now he is gomg through the worid enjoying 
himself. 

His reputation as “a male beauty was long 
ago established in the East, where he now 
makes his home, and at the summer resorts, 
particulariy Long Branch, he was regarded as 
the most attractive and self-admiring man the 
Republic had turned out. Though entirely con- 
scious of his own beau ty, and not at all sensi- 
tive about obtrudimg it upon publie inspection, 
Col. Smith does not talk about it. He merely 
brushes back the curis from his shoulders now 
and then, tries to give his neck a swan-like 
curve and his ears a peacock spread, and tells 
what he knows about beauty in other people. 

Beauty is a mere matter of assertion, said 
he to the Globe-Democrat reporter. Some 
particular authority asserts that somebody or 
something is beautiful; his declaration finds 
friends and supporters, and soon the reputa- 
tion for beauty is made. is very much the 
same with beauty as it is with fashion, 
Tennyson wrote a poem once in which 
he described the nose of his heroine as 
being ‘tip-tilted like the petal of a rose,’ 
and that line created a rage for pug noses. No 
lady was considered beautiful whose nose was 
not retrouseé. Alexander the Great set the 
fashion for wry necks, because nature had 
made his own neck wry; and the last Louis Na- 
poleon, who was bow-legged, wore wide panta- 
loons to conceal the.crookedness of his limbs, 


-and immediately peg-top pants became the 


style all over the world. I do not know that 
bow-legs were ever in fashion; but bald heads 
were. Lremember some years ago a swell 
Londoner came to New York, and his head 
was bald. At once the Anglomaniacs and 
fashionable men around town began to 
cultivate bald heads. They had their hair 
cut exceedingly short, and made every con- 
ceivable attempt to appear hairless. A 
beauty is made in much the same way. Some- 
body asserts it and the world accepts it. I 
have seen Mary Anderson and think her very 
beautiful. Her beauty coils ifself around 
one’s beart and crushés it like the boa-con- 
strictor crushes its prey. It is a different 


type of beauty from the Langtry’s, who is, in 


my opinion, a more beautiful woman than 
Miss Anderson, and whose beauty is of that 
kind which you would like to see your mother, 
or sister, or sweetheart possess. It inspires a 
sisterly affecuon while compelling admiration. 
Mrs. Langtry would be beautiful even if she 
were only a lay figure, Miss Anderson, on the 
other band, is a beauty that requires motion to 
give it effectiveness. Ellen Terry is, perhaps, 
the greatest exponent of this kind of beauty. 
Her chief charm is her grace, and she keeps 
constantly in motion so that your eyes are 
ever pursuing herand admiring ber, Miss An- 
derson belongs to the same school. I saw ber 
in New York before she went to Europe; then 
she was merely a beautifulgwomap; since that 
time she has become an artist, and not only the 
form, the spirit of beauty is in ber, and she is 
fascinating. She has acquired the art of grace- 
fulness, and learned the secret that motion 
gives a charm to beauty of her kind; So she 
flits across and around the stage in a tireless 
manner, evading your scrutiny, and feeling 
conscious that.if she were to stand still you 
would criticise and possibly find fault with 
her.”

Continued Falling Off in the Ship- 
ments of Freight to Bal- 
timore. 


Protest by Leading Chicago Firms 
Against the Advance in Dressed- 
Yy Meat Rates. 


Doesn't Want to Be Shut Out Some High 
Bidding at a St. Louis 
Sale. 


— 


Although it is quite certain that east- bound 
freight rates are not firmly maintained, and 


bound shipments from this city for the last 
week show a decrease of nearly 8,000 tons 
from those of the week previous. The total 
shipments of flour, grain, and provisions dur- 
ing the week by the eight pool lines amounted 
to 40,364 tons, against 53,168 tons for the cor- 
responding week last year. The unequal dis- 
tribution of freight between various roads 
causes much bad feeling, d creates’ the 
suspicion that rates are not maintained, 
The drift of business is mo longer to 
Baltimore, as the lines to that point carried 
but a qgmall proportion of the business. The 
Grand Trunk and Michigan Central knocked 
off the persimmon, the former taking 21.9 per 
cent and tne latter 21.2 per cent, The Nickel- 
Plate comes next with 16.9 per cent. No proof 
can be adduced that these roads have secured 
their advantage by cutting the ratés, and their 
officials emphatically deny the charges that 
they have used unfair means to secure the 
business. Still, the fact that the Lake Shore 
carried but 9.4 per cent and the Fort Wayne 
only. 10.5 per cent seems to indicate that 
a screw is loose. somewbere, These 
roads say that with even rates they 
would be sure to secure as large a 
percentage of the business as any of the other 
lines, The unequal distribution of business 
may be due to the cutting of rates by Western 
lines, which favored the Grand: Trunk, Michi- 
gan Central, and Nickel-Plate. Yet the fact 
that the Lake Shore and Fort Wayne are un- 
able to secure a reasonabie share of the busi- 
ness is likely to cause troubie in the family, as 
these lines will not admit that they have been 
left so far behind by fair competition.

THRE ADVANCE IN DRESSED-MBAT RATES. 

Armour & Co., G. H. Hammond & Co., and 
Swift & Co., the three leading dressed- beef. 
shippers of this city, have sent the following 
joint protest against the recent advance in 
dressed-beef rates to the Chicago East-Bound 
Freight Committee: 

We are in receipt of your special joint notice No. 
44 giving rates upon live stock and dressed meats 
from Chicago to points named therein to take effect 
March 1, 1886. "As shippers of Aressed meats we 
protest against the rates named ou dressed beef, 
dressed hogs, and dressed sheep as unreasopable, 
and deny the right of the railway companies repre- 
sented by you to exact such rates. 

It is the general opinion that the efforts of the 
live-stock shippers and the railroad managers 
interested in stock-yards und tive-stock interests 
to break up tho dressed-beef industry will not 
succeed. The roads which have heretofore 
been carrying the bulk of the dressed-beef 
business feel almost as sore over the matter as 
the dressed-meat shippers and think that the 
unreasonable advance is an indication of the 
ways and means to be employed by the Vander- 
bilt and Pennsylvania lines to prevent their 
competitors from carrying a fair share of the 
traflic. 

THE TRANSCONTINENTAL WAR. 

The Ohicago Committee of East-Bound: 
Freight Traffic held a meeting yesterday and 
discussed the question of establishing a mini- 
mum rate on Pacific coast business on which 
to prorate with the lines west from Chicago. 
After a lengthy discussion the committee came 
to the conclusion that it had no power to act, 
and decided to continue to charge full tariff 
rates on such business between Chicago and 
New York. 

There is no change in the situation as re- 
gards the transcontinental war. The refusal 
of the trunk lines to pro rate with their West- 
ern connections on Pacific coast rates prevents 
the roads west from Chicago from competing 
for the seaboard business with the Sunset 
Route and the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, who are now in a position to command 
all of that traffic. They are, however, meet- 
ing the rates made from New York on business 
originating in this territory. The rates from 
Chicago to the Pacific coast are now between 
40 and 50}per cent less than regular tariff rates. 
The agreement to pro rate on a uniform rate 
of 40 per cent less than tariff is not maintained, 
and in most instances a lower rate is accepted. 

New YORK, Feb. 27.—|Special.|—The direct-

Thie 
boy.” said Justice Meech, yesterday, 
laymg bis hand on the curly head of 
his é¢yearold son, Harold, “is thus tar 
the last descendant of that solid old 
Puritan.” Jacob Meech, the grandfather 
ot the Justice, was a Captain in the unpleas- 
ant affair of 1776, and in tbe Battle of @ bite 
Plains he was severely wounded. Umtil be 
was twelve years old George was reared and 
educated in his native town. He then removed 
to New Haven and afterward entered Yale, 
whence he graduated in the class of 1843, 
achieving a goodiy sbare of the bonors of that 
class. Me then taught school for several 
years, bis first experience as a pedagog being 
gained in an academy at Bozrab, Conn., at the 
stipend of $12 per month and board. In 1844 
he became Principal of the Norwich Academy, 
‘in which he had acquired his early 
education. In the fall of 1845 be resigned hig 
position owing to ill-health and went South to 
recuperate. Locating at Demopolis, Ala., he 
taught school for two years, and then returned 
to Boston, where he st udied law with the Hon. 
Lafayette 8. Foster, who was afterward Presi- 
dent of the Senate, and finished his legal stud- 
ges with Hubbard & Watts and the Hon. Robert 
Rentoul. He was admitted to the bar in 1848, 
and practiced in bis native State. The follow- 
ing year be was appointed Justice of the Peace, 
and in 1853 be was elected Probate Judge 
in the Norwich district. In the fall of the 
same year be resigned that office and came 
West, hoping that a change of climate would 
be beneficial to his wife’s health. He settled 
in Chicago. established an office on Lake 
street, and soon had a good practice. In 1862 
Mr. Meech was elected City Atto:ney, and dur- 
ing the years 1863-'64 be filled the office of City As- 
sessor of the South Town. For about tép years 
foilowmg he devoted his entire time to his pro- 
fession, a rapidly-increasing practice demand- 
ing bis undivided attention. In the spring of 
1875 he was selected as one of the Justices of 
the Soutb Side, and in 1879 a petiuon signed by 
prominent Chicagoans resulted in bis reap- 
pointment. The petition of the bankers was 
as follows: 

The undersigned bankers of the city respectfully 
request of your honorable body the nomination of 
George A. Meech for reappointment to the office of 
Justice ot the Peace of Cook County for the pub- 
liely-known reason that be has for four years 
filled that office with intelligence and the dignity 
becoming a court of justice. 

Mr. Meech received the unanimous vote of 
the Judges. 

Justice Meech is a Mason and a life-member 
of Waubansia Lodge, Washington Chapter, and 


died in 1859, and in 1860 the Justice married 
Miss Celia Addie Hunt, daughter of the Hon. 
Milo Hunt, of Chenango County, New York. 
The second Mrs. Meech died in 1878, and in 
October, 1880, Justice Meech was married to 
Miss Florence W. Story. Justice Meech’s 
tastes inciime to literary pursuits, and in the 
eaniy days of his career as a practicing lawyer 
he was a constant contributor to Eastern 
periodicals. He has acozy home on Indiana 
avenue, and is a genial entertainer.

A “Tribune” Reporter's Interesting 
Chat on the Train with the 
Noted Evangelist. 

* 


He Reviews His Work in Cineinnati 
and Thinks He Will Succeed 
Here. 


What He Says About Slang—Sketch of 
His Life—Preparations at the 


A TRIBUNE reporter boarded the day express 
from Cincinnatisesterday atternoon at 5:25 at 
Monee, some fifty miles down the Illinois Cen- 
tral. Wailking.tbrough the train until be came 
toa tall, slicht man with a drooping black 
mustache, dark complexion, and piercing black 
eyes, he presented Lis card and was cordially 
Welcomed. The man was the famous revival- 
ist Sam Jones —0therwise the Rev. Samuel 
P. Jones, Cartersville, Ga.—on bis wav to this 
city to take part in the work of his colleague, 
Sam W. Small. The man is a character, and a 
moment’s conversation is sufficient to couvince 
one of his originality and Magnetism. A pen 
sketch of the man who will address thousands 
during the next two weeks will be of interest. 
He was found seated at ease in a reclining 
chair in a parlor car. On his head was a black 
skull cap, and hair, complexion, eyes, and 
clothes were of the same sombre hue. He 
wore a low standing collar. small black neck- 
scarf, and the bosom of bis shirt was decorated 
—as was seen from a glimpse afforded by rea- 
son of the two upper buttons of bis vest being 
unfastened—by a shirt-stud that was either a 
diamond or an imitation of one. His clothes 
were noticeable neither for fineness of fabric 
nor nicety of cut; but were neat and serviceable, 
the coat being ot the ordinary cutaway pattern. 
His foot-gear was in the sbape of broad-toed, 
comfortable boots. The one respect in which 
bis apparel differed from that of the ordinary, 
well-to-do business-man, was in the absence of 
cuffs ana euff-buttons, his shirt-sleeves being 
fastened by ordinary bone buttons. Possibly, 
however, the lack of cuffs was due to his being 
in traveling costume, and they may have been 
in the substantial valise at his feet. A beavy 
sack overcoat and a Derby hat of ordinary cut 
completed the costume, as was seen whenjthe 
city was reached. Itshould not be supposed 
that the general appearance of the man 
is sombre because bis clothes and complexion 
are dark. On the contrary, he is ‘vivacions 
and decidedly entertaining. His eyes and 
mouth are unusually expressive and the play 
of expression is of wide range. When be is se- 
rious bis eyes are determined and piercing and 
his jaw étrong and stern. When an amusing 
thought finds utterance his eyes snap and 
smile and his lips do their full share in con- 
tributing to the expression of keen enjoyment 
that licuts up bis face. Jones is by birth an 
Alabamian, and the Southerner is suggested 
quite strougly at times by his voice and Httle 
tricks of expression, although as a rule the 
supposed distinguishing earmarks do not ap- 
pear. There is nothing ciericai about his ap- 
pearance and demeanor, which is rather that 
of the man of the world, and one gets the im- 
pression that be is particularly wide awake. 


THE PRESS, SMALL, AND HIMSELF. 

Naturally enough the conversation first 
turned to the press, and more especially to its 
attitude towards bim and bisfriend Small. 1 
se, said he, leaning back comfortably in his 
obair, “that Toe Trisune is réporting Small 
in full, and intends to do the same for me. 
I'm glad of it. A synopsis of bis sermons can 
be made by a skiliful band in such a way as to 
do him justice; but I don't think that can be 
done in my case. You see, when I make 
a particularily savage thrust my remarks 
just before it and just after it take away a part 
of the sting, and a great part of the sensational 
notoriety which has become attached to me is 
due to garbled reports which contain the sting 
and leave out the context. The Cincinnati 
meetings were in many respects very remark- 
able, and the press did a great deal to help the 
cause. Generally speaking, there were no 
spiteful or vicious papers. Of course I don't 
care what they W about me, but they may im- 
pede the cause. If spiteful arid corre- 
spondents could harm me I'd bave been dead 
and buried long ago. it is much more pleasant 
to have everything smooth, and it is mostly the 
littie papers that are malicious. The attitude 
of the press towards a movement is eitber a 
great help or a real hindrance. Under the 
most favorable circumstances I can preach in 
Chicago to not more than 6,000 or 8,000 people 
and be heard, while Tur TRIBUNE reaches tens 
of thousands. The 10,000 who hear me fur- 
nish the occasion to hear me say what ought 
to be said, and the paper repreaches the ser- 
monto hundreds of thousands, If a paper 
gives a faithful report each day of my ser- 
mons, it does not make much difference what 
its editorial comments are. A movement like 
this is much like a railroad; it has ite main 
lines and its side tracks, and my one purpose 
is not to let man or devil side-track me. In 
Cincinnati, so tar as I could see, there was not 
an effort made to change the ¢witeh on me, 
either by press, pulpit, or individual, and I be- 
lieve that it is the universal opinion in that 
city that much real good was done and the 
moral sentiment of the city improved.” 


OINCINNATI AND CHICAGO. 

Can you give me an account of your work in 
Cincinnati?” 

Well. I was there about thirty-one days and 
preached between sixty and seventy sermons. 
I suppose I addressed fully 200,000 people, 
and as congregations in a large city change 
greatiy I presume that in the neighborbood’ of 
100.000 individuais heard me. I bave an idea 
that the sermons were read by more than a 
million ple. No; I did not find it very 
weary. ina very large ball it tires me some- 
what, but in a smaller ball containing 2,000 or 
3,000 preaching does not fat me. 

“Now, if my statement of the result ob- 
tained in Cincinnati is true, why may not the 
same be true in Chicago, and Woo is it in Chi- 
cago that loves law and order and good morals 
that could afford to make an issue and thereby 
binder such a movement? Ihave been read- 
ing the Chicago papers, and I think Small has 
moved off on the right line. You oan never 
make & man or a city what it ought to be 
until you show the man or the 
city what it really is. My purpose is to 
preach what I believe to be true, in love and 
kindness to all men. I never deny or explain 
anything unless she faithful reporters misun- 
derstand of misquote me, and in that case any 
correction I may make is simply for the sake 
of putting myself straight. I believe there will 
be a wonderful work accomplisbed in Cuicago. 
The forces in the various churches united in 
the rink meetings if properly directed Will bea 
power in reforming many a man to a better 
life. From wat I bear, no better or truer 
men are in Chicago tnan the faithful pastors 
and laymen engaged in this union movement.” 

**Chicago has the reputation of being an un- 
usually wicked city; have you determined to 
take any special tack to ‘make the punishment 
fit the crime? 

No; there is not much difference in the 
moral tone of cities, although some are more 
flagrantly sinful than others. While you have 
perbaps an unusually large criminal popula- 
tion, you bave the most active Christian peo- 
ple in the Union. Baltimore is the purest and 
cleanest city, and Brooklyn next. Then, as 
you come further West, the lawleseness of the 


Western cities is owing largely to the fact that 


the law isn't entorced. There is no reason why 


ber of the Board of Trade, N — and jury and the moral, upright men 


of any community should surrender to lawies- 
ness. The majority of any community are 
peaceavie, law-abiding people, and the majori- 
ty ought to rule, whether they do or not. 
When the minority doesn’t like the way the 
majority wants to ruo this country then the 
minority should emigrate. I want to see one 
State devoted to the lawless elements of all the 
cities, and, if ever that is true, with a few bar- 
rels of brimstone they can elect their Devil and 
»roceed to business. There is no dell in the 
vast universe of God that I would not rather 
go to than that State inhabited by the lawless 
from ali the States.

“Small bas also been criticised for his re- 
marks on the Chicago charity ball; what is 
your opinion on the subject?’’ 

„1 think he is right. I don’t believe in the 
union of charity and ball- room. It is not right 
to link one-of the most sacred and holy words 
m our language with ‘ball.’ If a charity is 
worth maiotaining it should be supported 
without such methods of assistance. I have 
known men to be reformed— be converted,’ 
as the preachers term it—in every kind of 
place imaginable except the ball-room. and the 
club-room.” 

„Did you see what was said in Tak TRIBUNE 
of today in reference to a foretaste of Chica- 
go's wickedness—the publication of your ser- 
mons by a firm in this city?” 

„Ves; my attention bas been called to a firm 
in Chicago—Rhodes & McCiure, I believe—the 
latter a preacher; respect for his denomina- 
uon will prevent my say ing what church he be- 
longs to. (Bill Arp, the Georgia bumorist, says: 
‘When a preacher falls be falls furrer than ans- 
body else.) I understand they are old thieves; 
they have been in the business some time. 
I understand they have done for Mr. Moody 
about what they have done forme. The only 
notice they shall get from me is when I appeal 
to au honest public not to help them in twheir 
robbery upon me and mine. Of course I know 
not how long I may last in this delightful work 
to me witb its fearful tax upon brain and body. 
Their efforts to rob my loved ones of their just 
dues ought not to be seconded by those who 
would read what I have said in my efforts to do 
good. I am eatisfied if this firm were to prac 
tice their rougery upon any of the goods of a 
citizen of Chicago as they have pillaged me 
they would break into the penitentiary of IIli- 
nois; but I warn the principal keeper of that 
institution if they do get them there that he 
had better bave everything in the institution 
copyrighted. A citizen of Chicago says they 
will steal anything in the world that they can 
publish and make a dollar out of. 
The’ Methodist Book Concern, Nasbville, 
Tonn., and the Western Methodist Book 
Concern of Cincinnati, O., are the only 
autborized publishers holding copyrights of 
my sermons and sayings. I suppose those 
firms will supply the dealers of Chicago. 

** According to the program of next week's 
services as furnished to the press you seem to 
be down for four addresses a day; won't that 
be more than you will be able to dor“ 

“Yes; if it has been so arranged it will be 
changed. I can’t do that amount of work and 
do myself justice. Two sermons a day, morn- 
ing and evening, is as much as I shall under- 
take. Any more than that would tax me too 
much.“ 

SOMETHING ABOUT HIS LIFE. 

“Will you give me a sketch of your life!“ 

Mr. Jones did not take kindly to the idea, 
and seemed to be too modest to dwell at any 
length on the subject; but gave sufficient in- 
formation for the following brief sketob of bis 
‘oareer: Samuel P. Jones was born Oct. 16, 
1847, at Oak Bowery, Chambers County, Ala. 
His father was one of the leading lawyers 
of the State, and was also noted 
for his piety and uprightness. His 
grandfather, from whom he takes his 
name, was a minister, and is stil) alive. He 
was given a good education preparatory to en- 
tering college, but the breaking out of the 
War prevented bis continuing his education. 
He turned his attention to the lav, und was 
admitted and did some practicing. About 1870 
he was married to a Miss Molliwaine ot Ken- 
tucky. For several years be was wild and dis- 
sipated, but was sobered by the death of his 
father in 1872. He reformed and became con- 
verted and joined the Methodist Chureb. For 
nine or ten years be did faithful and fearless 
circuit and station work under the direction of 
the North Georgia Conference, the last three 
years being devoted entirely to conference 
work. The conference made bim general 
agent of the North Georgia Orpbans’ Home, 
whose finances were in a precarious condition, 
and in traveling in its interests be became 
known outside of the conference limits. He 
cleared the home of debt, provided funds for 
the erection of new buiidings, and still main- 
tains its prosperous coniition by his un- 
aided efforts. His fame and reputation 
grew rapidly during this period, until 
now he is known all over and 
country. Among the most successful of 
his meetings were those beld at the following 
places: Talmage’s Brooklyn Tabernacle; Waco, 
Tex.; Memphis, Nashville, and Knaoxvilie, 
Tenn.; Piattsburg, St. Louis, and St. Joseph, 
Mo.; Birmingham, Ala.; and Cincianati, O.

„By the way, Mr. Jones, do you want to say 
anything on the subject of Small and his 
cigaret smoking?”’ 

No; not at present; but I will say that I 
don’t like Florence MoCarithy’s attitude in 
print on the matter. When a man attacks you 
in a aewspaper you can be certain of one th 
at any rate, and that is that he is no friend o 
yours. It McCarthy and Small are both Chris- 
tians—and it is to be supposed that they are— 
they should be friends and brochers in the true 
sense and meaning of me term.

A WORD FOR WABASH AVENUE. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—[ Editor of The Tribune.) 
—Wabash avenue, 100 feet wide and archi- 
tecturally one of the finest streets of the city, 
bas received little attention fora long time in 
the real-estate department of Tne TRIBUNE. 
From its location and the amount and char 
acter of the business done on it, it is one of the 
most important thoroughfares in the city. The 
southern portion is devoted largely to resi- 


denees and churches, the northern to trade. 


wholesale and retail. The chief wholesale 
houses in hardware, books, wall-paper, school 
and office furniture, wood manteis, and toys 
are incated there, and many other important 
branches of trade are most creditabiy repre- 
sented. All the street-railway lines and 
several continental lines of railway 
converge toward or have their termini 
on or near this street. The cabie 
street-railway lines—State, Wabash, Cottage 
Grove, and Indiana—all pass through 
the northern portion of it, making it directly 
accessibié to the south and southwest. It lies 
within a stone’s throw of the harbor and under 
the shadow of our great hotels and theatres, 
and is intrinsically, from its location on and its 
proximity to the great channels of traffic, 
among the most valuable portions of real es- 
tate in Chicago. One reason why so little is 
said about business property on this street 
probably is that very little of it is for sale, 
mort of it being held by capitalists as a most 
destrable permanent investment. Some pieces, 
it is understood, have been refused at an offer 
of 2, 000 per front foot.

Old Tecump’s Vigorous Defense of 
His Position in the Grant- 
Fry Matter. 


Some Documents Produced to Show 
that He Was Willfully Mis- 
represented, 


The Old Commander and His Relations 
with Gen. Halleck— Letters and 
Telegrams. 


New York. Feb. 27.—The North American 
Revie: tor March contains the letter from Gen. 
Sherman to Col. Scott which was the basis of 
the controverey with Gen. Fry, preceded by an 
address which was intended to be delivered 
before the Loyal Legion at Cincinnati, but Gen. 
Sberman says that the sudden and unexpected 
death of Gen. W. 8. Hancock the evening pre- 
vious changed the whole character of the pro- 
ceedings. The address: 


To my Comrades and Frifnds: Whilst I seek retire- 
ment and peace, the newspapers take great liber- 
ties with me, as with everybody else. They bave 
published that my family will soon leave St. Louis 
because we are discontented, each paper assigning 
its own separate reason. There is no secret about 
it; all my family connections and all who have a 
right to be consulted understand the case perfect- 
ly. Ever since the failure of the Harrison Wire 
Company at St. Louis, which involved my son-in- 
law, Capt. Fitch, and which has resulted in the re- 
moval of his tamily to Pittsburg, we 
have been disturbed. Three of my chii- 
dren and seven grandchildren are now away 
from home, and there remain to us only 
three. Of these three, the youngest son, 19 years 
old. on whom the family must soon depend, will 
graduate at St. Louis University in June, 1886, 
wants to go to Yale College, and I want him to re- 
ceive the best possible education. His going to 
New Haven in September wii! probably result in 
the few of us left going to New York, to be near 
him. I shall, however, retain all the property 1 
possess in St. Louis (not much, to be sure). but all 
that lhave to leave the family when I am leid in 
Bellefontaine Cemetery. lam perfectly content 
with my neighbors and friends of St. Louis, to 
whom I am very much attached, and who have 
done all they possibly can to make our stay with 
them agreeable. 

The Fry matter is equally simple when viewed 
aright. Last summer, after Gen. Grant’s funeral, 
which I attended, while traveling between New 
York, St. Louis, Minnetonka, and Chicago, I was 
collecting materials for the tribute of respéct I. as 
President, was requested to make to the memory 
of Gen. Grant, our first commander, before the 
Society of the Army of the Tennessee at our 
meeting at Chicago of Sept. 9 and 10. That ad- 
dress was universally noted, copied in all the 
journals of the day, and was the result of that cor- 
respondence. The special quotation of Gen. Fry 
in the December number of the North American Re- 
view was not made from that public address, but 
from one of two private letters of inquiry ad- 
dressed to Col. Robert N. Scott. who had been on 
Gen. Halleck's staff, and is now in charge of 
the War records at Washington. of whom all 
army officers make frequent inquiries for 

information. Col. Scott is 
friend whom 1 have known 
since boyhood, and his father before him in San 
Francisco, and I wrote to him with the same con- 
dence I would to my own brother about family 
matters. I keep no copies of such letters, and 
write mine hastily, carelesly, and it was only Jan. 
29. two months after, that I obtained from Col. 
Scott a copy of the correspondence from which Fry 
had made his detached quotation. This corre- 
spondence presents the whole story better than I 
can state itanew. As soon as Gen. Fry’s article 
appeared Gen. Grant's friends called my attention 
to it, and my letter-book or memory retaining no 
expression of opinion 80 positive as that 
used I naturally requested the editor to 
ascertain from Gen. Fry the source 
of his quotation, that I might explain or as- 
certain who had revealed my private letters. Gen. 
Fry's answer was evasive, calling on Gen. Sherman 
to deny the words and the sentiment before he 
would substantiate bis statement. I again called 
on him, and appealed to the War Department—all 
without success, generally explaining to corre- 
spondents that I thoughts it impossible I could have 
used that particular form of expression, and be- 
lieved Gen. Fry had a malicious motive. - l received 
too late a notice by a roundabout way from a gen- 
tleman of Cincinnati that Fry was cunningly laying 
a trap to catch me, and it was not until Jan, 29 
that Col. Scott himself first revealed to me 
the actual source of this mischievous paragraph. 
Detached and used as a text fora sermon, it was 
as clear a forgery s was ever perpetrated. Taking 
my leiter to Col. Scott in its entirety, though man- 
ifestly never meant for publication, I contend that 
it is eminently consistent with my constant friend- 
ship for Gen. Grant from Shiloh to the day we de- 
posited his remains in the tomb at Riverside. The 
date, Sept. 6, 1885, is prior to the publication of 
Grant's Memoirs,“ in which, on page 365, he pos- 
itively records that his position at Corinth, June, 
1862, had become 80 unbearable” that he had 
resolved to go to the rear, and was dissuaded dy 
Gen. Sherman—or, quoting his own words: “I then 
obtained permission to leave the department, but 
Gen. Sherman happened to call on meas I was 
about starting and urged meso strongly not to 
think of going that I concluded to remain.“ 

Gen. Sherman in his ‘Memoirs’ (1875) states 
the same fact, with the further addition that he 
learned of Gen. Grant's purpose to go back to St. 
Louis from Gen. Halleck himself, and rode to 
Gen. Grant’s camp for the very purpose of dis- 
suading him from committing this fatal mistake. 
Now, it is a matter of notoriety that from Feb- 
ruary to July, 1862, Gen. Grant was undera cioud, 
hounded by the newspapers and by a clique of offi- 
cers, of whom Fry was one, until, as he himself’ 
says, his position became ‘unbearable.’ And dur- 
ing all that time Gen. Sherman was his steadfast 
friend, and discovered in him those pure, unsel- 
fish, manly qualities which afterward yielded such 
precious fruits to our country and mankind. Can 
it then be wondered at, after twenty-four’ years, 
that Gen, Sherman should be alittle surprised that 
the habitual libeler of Gen. Grant (see his pub- 
lished volume, 1886. The Army under Buell) 
should attempt to assume the character of Gragt’s 
panegyrist at his expensé? There is not a mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court, of Congress, or any 
lawyer who will consent to the publication of his 
manuscript without the privilege of revising the 
‘proof’; and, moreover, Provost-Marshal Gen. 
Fry knows that in the trial by court-martial of the 
humbiest private soldier the testimony of each 
witness is subject to ‘revision’ before becoming 
a part of the record. Yet he obtains from a con- 
fiding friend a private letter, publishes it to the 
world, garbled, and makes it a text for a sermon to 
Gea. Sherman, and when politely asked for the 
source of his quotation he answers, coolly: ** Bet- 
ter let the case rest where it is.’ If be thinks he 
has achieved a cheap newspaper victory over Gen. 
Sherman he is welcome. ‘The man who got of

MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS, 


AN UNUSUALLY LARGE WARRANT—RENUM- 
BERING AND RENAMING THE STREETS— 
THE CRUMBLING COURT-HOUSE. 

The largest warrant ever filed with him for 
such a purpose was left with the City Collector 
yesterday for the collection of assessments 
from property-owners for the opening up of a 
number of streets and alleys in the three di- 
visions ot the city. The improvements are as 
follows: 

The opening of Henry street, from present ter- 
minus to intersection of Morgan and Wright; 
Francisco street, from Judson to Madison; aliey 


between Clybourn avenue and Larrabee; aller 
between Idaho and Oakley, north of Taylor; alley 


detween Western avenue and Idaho, north of Tay- 


lor; West Seventeenth, through to Fisk; String, 
from its present terminus to West Twenty-first: 
alley from Jackson to Van Buren, between West- 
ern and Campbell avenues; alley in Block 4, Davis’ 
addition to Chicago; Butler, from Douglas avenue 
to Thirty-seventh; Idaho from Taylor to alley 
south of Tayior; alley from Oakley to Western 
avenue, midway between Park avenue and West 
Lake; alley from Twenty-sixth to Twenty-ninth, 
from Calumet to South Park avenue; also benefits 
for the condemnation of Shedd’s Park. 

The Collector desires to call the attention of 
parties interested to the fact that they are en- 
titled to 1 per cent discount on the above as‘ 


sessments if they are paid prior to or the day 
of March 15. 

The special committee appointed by the 
Council to attend to the matter of rena 
and renumbering the streets met yesterday 
afternoon. The cOmmunication of the Super- 
intendent of Streets cuiling attention to the 
present inconvenience and perplexing system 
of street naming and nuinbering was read, and 
without much discussion was ordered printed 
and prepared for a future meeting of the com- 
mittee, when it will be adopted. The com- 
munication sets forth that there are at present 
iu the city 514 streets, 134 avenues, thirty-six 
courts, and ninety places. For convenience 
the commun icauon contemplates the following 
changes: It provides for 219 streets, 182 ave- 
nues, 10 roads, 131 courts.“ and 126 places. 
It is absolutely necessary to change the names 
of fifty-nine streets and avenues, owing to the 
exact duplication. of names. In order to 
straighten out the existing perplexities it is rec- 
ommended in the communication that all long 
streets running north and south. be termed 
“avenues”; all running east and west 
„streets; and all running diagonally, such as 


Blue Island, Milwaukee, and Archer avenues, 


„roads.“ All minor or short highways run- 
ning from north to south are to be termed 
„places, and all similar thoroughfares run- 
ning east and west are to be known as 
“courts.” The prefix north or south, east and 
weet, for streets Crossing the river at various 
points is to be dropped, and such streets will 
be continuously numbered from their starting 
points. 

The Joint Committee on Court-House and 
Records of the County Board was to have 


opened bids yesterday for the work of doing 


something to prevent the crumbling Court- 
House from entirely collapsing at no distant 


date. There were five bids in all, but, acting 


upon the advice of President Kiehm, the com-

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A TIRELESS GALE. 


The Fury of the Big Wind-Storm 
in the Bast Continued for 
Another Day. 


While Considerable Damage Is Done 
to Property Few Fatalities 
. Occur. 


Disasters at Sea Reported—New England 
Gets the Lion's Share- Out 
West 
New York, Feb. 27.—So far 0 comfort 16 
concerned today the weather is much worse 
than yesterday. The thermometer bas falien 


to T° above zero, and the wind is still plowing 


a gale of from fifty-one to fifty-six miles an 
hour. legrapbic communication with the 
surrounding country is in even a Worse cond! 
than yesterday. No wires are working to 
Boston and the East, and it is with great difii- 
culty that anything can be received from the 
South. There is absolutely no communication 
with poiots in the interior of this State. A 
number of bouses have been untoofed in this 
city and Brooklyn, but about the only people 
injured have been unlucky pedestrians who 
were biown against buildings. A large num- 
ber of such cases were reported, the injured 
being women in most cases. The chasing of 
hats bas become less, as when they leave the 
head they go sailing over the bouse-tops into 
the suburbs. A hatiess man soudding along 
before the gale is not an uncommon sight. 

The scenes of yesterday were repeated today. 
No serious accidents are reported, but cbim- 
neys, awnings, signs, and trees continue to be 
blown down. Ferry travel on the East aud 
North Rivers is almost entirely suspended. 
The wind has blown so much water out of the 
bay that the docks and ferry briiges are fifteen 
and twenty feet above the water. The ice is 
so packed by the wind on the Brooklyn side of 
the East River that a nymber of boats are 
stuck fast and unable to get out of the pack. 
Nigger Head Kock in Heli Gate Channel was 
entirely exposed at iow water this morning. 

So immense a quantity of water was blown 
out of the barbor tha at high tide the rivers 
had the appearance they bave when the tide is 
unusually low. 

A crowd of passengers in an Eighth-avenue 
street-car were surprised when they saw the 
roof of the car suddeniy lifted offand go sail- 
ing over into Central Park. Telegraph, tele- 
phone, and electric-light wires were biown 
down in all parts of the city. Messages were 
received by all telegraph companies in the city 
subject to two, three, or four hours’ delay. 
Repairing the wires was rendered impossible, 
as the linemen were unable to stand upon the 
crose-trees of the poles. 

Adventurous people who crossed the Brook- 
lyn bridge on foot wished they bad not when 
they got half way over. The bridge itself was 
transformed into a nuge Tolian barp, whose 
thunderous music could be beard on the ferry- 
boats that struggled below between shores. 

The signal-service observer reports the sub- 
sidence of the furious gale here. It bas 
moved to the northeast. Tomorrow will be 
clear and moderately cold. Another wind- 
storm is expected from Texas. At midnight 
it was 12“ below zero. 

Nyack, N. Y., Feb. 27.—A dwelling-house at 
West Nvuck, occupied by a family named Gay- 
nor, was blown down today. The occvpants 
barely escaped. The house is in ruins. 

Newark, N. J., Feb. 27.—The Park Avenue 
School and several houses in Orange were un- 
roofed and trees were blown down, but no one 
was injured. r 

Jersey Crry, N. J., Feb. 27.—The blizzard 
caased great destruction of property in the 
northern part of Hudson County. Early this 
morning the gale scattered the giass casements 
of Kupert's greenhouse in every direction, and 
the buildings, which were nearly new, are near- 
ly a total loss. Many of the plants were frozen. 
The joss is placed at $15.000. In Union Hul a 
number of trees were uprooted and the streets 
made impassable. Numerous chimneys were 
blown dewn. The tin roofing of an entire row 
© brown-stons buildings on Summit avenue 
was biown off. The water supply of Bergen 
and Greenvilie, which was cut off this morning 
by the screen-pipes becoming choked with ice, 
was opened this a! ternoon. 

Lone ISLAND City, N. T., Feb. 27.—Dis- 
patches from Greenport estimate the damage 
to sbhippmg in the vwinity of that port at 
$15,000. 

At Rockaway Beach the Rocky Mountain 
House was demolished by the gale, causing a 
loss of $1,500. 

At College Point damage to the extent of 
about 81.000 was sustained from falling chim- 
neys, etc. 

Other villages report damage to property, 
none of which is serious. 


NEW ENGLAND'S DOSE. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 27.—In Boston yéster- 


day the lowest point indicated by the mercury 


was 8.7° above zero and the greatest velocity 
reached by the wind was fi.ty-one miles an 
hour. The gale bas generally prevailed witb 
even greater fierceness througnout New, En- 
giand and along the Canadian coast. Tele- 
graphic communication ia many directuons bas 
been suspended. it has been next to impossi- 
bie to get messages through from this city to 
New York. Signs, show-cases, chimne,;s, and 
awnings have suffered considerably. Many 
vessels dragged their anchors in the barbor last 
night, and others at the wharves were badly 
listed by the wind and the accumulation of ice. 
Local “iongsboremen unite in affirming this 
gaie to be the worst in their experience. 

‘lbis morning Cornel:us Coughian, a brake- 
man onthe Boston & Lovell Raiiroad, was 
blown from the top ot a car into the Cuarles 
River and drowned. 

At Lawrence, Mass., Edward Luscomb died 
this morning rom injuries received by being 
blown from a mik wagon.. 

At Cape Ann the zue bas been the worst 
known for years, and is still blowing at the 
rate of a mile a minute. The vesseis anchored 
in Gloucester harbor have so far outridden the 
storm, but at Lanesville two fisbing boats were 
sunk without. however, any loss of life. 

At Newburyport many chimneys have been 
blown down, skylights and roofs biown off, and 
windows broken in. 

At Nasbua, N. H., this morninga large num- 
ber of femaie employ4s in Moody, Estabrook & 
Anderson's shoe-shop left their work because 
the building, a large four-story one, rocked so 
fearfuily. 

At St. Jobnsbury, Springfield, and other 
points in Vermont nearly two icet of snow have 
fallen and bas drifted badly, biocking nigu- 
was and railroads. 

AUGUSTA, Me., Feb. 27.— lde heaviest snow- 
storm ior years visited Maine yesterday and 
todas. The wind view almost a burricane and 
the snow driftea badly. The roads are biock- 
aded and travel is gieatiy impeded. 

Howton, Me., Feb. 27.—It nas been snow- 
ing since Thursday night. About two feet of 
enow bave fallen, but it bas drifted so that all 
trains are delayed. 

PoRTLAND, Me., Feb. 27.—A schooner, sup- 
posed to be the Sylvester of Gloucester, is 
wrecked at Richmond Isiand. It is believed 
that her crew were saved. 

Tbe express train with two snow-plows on 
the Main Central Road, due bere at 2 p. m., is 
off tbe track at Walnut Hill. All travei on the 
Grand Trunk is suspended. Fora mile at New 
Gioucester the ice on the reils is five inches 
thick. A train is off the track there. Drifts 
on the track are from five to nine feet deep.

MADAGASCAK’S QUEEN. 


SHE IS FAVYORABLY IMPRESSED WITH A 
FRENCH-AMERICAN, NOW IN HER ARMY, 
BUT HE WANTS TO COME HOME. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 27.—(|Special.}—Col. 

L. de R. du Verge, Consul under President 


Arthur to St. Paul du Lando, on the west coast | 


of Africa, who was supposed to bave died 
from African fever, has been heard from and 
is now on his way to America. The career of 
Col. du Verge reads like a novel. A friend of 
du Verge in the Baltmore Custom-House bas 
received a letter from the Colonel, who says 
that be bas risen to a bigh rank in the army of 
the Queen of Madagascar. He has become a 
favorit of ber Majesty, who bas showered deco- 
ration an bonors upon bim and wanted bim 
to become Consul for Madagascar to the United 
States when she found that entreaties would 
not induce him to remain in ber realm. The 
important mission, however, was declined. 
Col. du Verge was born in one of the French 
provinces, and while in bis teens be enlisted in 
the army. In 1860 be found himself in Paris, 
and there cast his lot among a set of young, 
daring, and reckless fellows. They entered 
with enthusiasm into a plot to abduct Louis 
Napoleon. It was their plan, after getting him 
out of Paris, to take him to some seaport town 
and there place him on board a vessel and ship 
bim to some Geserted island. The plot was 
discovered the evening of its iniended con- 
summauon, and young Du Verge fied from 
France. He came to Amerioa, and immediate- 
ly aiter the War opened enlisted in a Massa- 
cbhusetts regiment. He served through the 
War witb distinction, and was brevetted 
Colonel. Upon the close of the War he came 
to Baltimore and was placed in command of 
Mr. Paddelford’s yacht Nokomis, in which be 
made seve loug voyages. White com- 
managing the Nokomis the Colonel made the 
acquaintance of prominent business and club 
men in Boston, New York, and Baltimore. 
When Mr. Paddelford sold his yacht and the 
Colonel got out of a job these men interested 
meselves in his behalf and through Presi- 
ent Arthur hadhim appointed to the Consul- 
ship of St. Paul du Lando, Africa.. They could 
have obtained some clerical position in one of 
the departments at Washington for him, but 
the Colonel said ne would like nothing better 
than a trip to Africa just for the fun of the 
thing. While in the Consulship the Colonel 
suffered a terrible attack of African fever. He 
bad to leave St. Paul du Lando and went to 
Liverpool. This was the last beard from bim. 
In his letter he writes that he recovered in a 
Liverpool bospital and returned to Madagas- 
car. His bealth bad been so undermined dy 
the fever that he expected to die on the voy- 
age and took with bim a cask of wine in which 
to preserve his body. In celebration of his 
reaching *Afric’s coral strand alive, he 
opened the cask and made a lot of the natives 
drunk. It was then that he entered the 
Queen’s army. a

THE TALK IN NEW YORK. 


A “Cowboy Pianist” Astonishes 
the Musical Oritios of the 
Metropolis. 


The Extraordinary Manner in Which 
He Acquired His Gift of Playing 
—Social Doings. 


Oyrus W. Field a Locomotive in Trousers 
—Startling Tales of Official Cor- 


ruption. 


The most extraordinary musical event of the 
last week bas been the sudden descent upon 
the town ot a person calling himself the 
* cowboy pianist. I cannot remember when 
I struck another such phenomenon. He is the 
typical guy booter’’ in appearance. Long, 
coarse black hair, broad-brimmed slouched 
bat, and blue sbirt with open collar sbowing 
bis brawny neck. His name is Babel. He is 


about 23 and has come here to challenge me 


world of pianists. He calls the instrument a 
„% pianuer,“ and is spoken of by his ranchman 
agent as an “executioner.” This agent. 
whose name is Pike, told me that be badn’t 
found any pianists yet, but he'd beard that 
there was one in this country some time ago 
calied Rubinstein. 

Like all the men about Fourteenth street 
and Steinway Hail, I regarded this strange ap- 
parition as something of a guy until 1 beard 
him play. I went with asmall party of musi 
cians and critics to John Pattison's rooms to 
see the wild Western youth macerate the mas- 
ters and enjoy the prairie school. But he as- 
tounded me. In facility, force, brilllancy, and 
rapidity of execution I confess that he amazed 
me. Mr. Pattison is the best bravura player 
that we havé, and this young man simply took 
his breath away. I never, not even when Ku- 
binstein was here, heard such a stroke or such 
octave-playing. He does not know one note of 
music, and declares that he never received a 
lesson in hisife. His antecedents are known. 
They corroborate his statement. Up to within 
the last six months be has been upon a ranch 
on the borders of the indian Territory. He 
bas all the characteristics of the cowboy, but 
he fingers like a musician who bas given a life 
to the instrument. He played a sonataof Bee- 
thoven, a rap of Schumann tnar he bad, 
and then he improvised. We laid a cloth over 
the keys so that be could not see them, and he 
played with the same knowledge of the key- 
board. Of course, we could see that the 
sonata was turned into a romanza and that 
those were not Beetboveu's resolutions, but 
there was the marvelous execution minus the 
technical knowledge. 

This boy’s story, if true—and I have no rea- 
son to doubt it. for I have encountered singular 
things before—is equally strange. He told me 
in a straightforward way that his father bought 
an old Chickering piano for twelve busheis of 
corn from a party of emigrants.  **I was 
then, said be, about 16 years old. My 
father did not know anything about pianos, 
but he thought it would be handy for mother 
to iron on. It was put in a corner, and the 
old woman used to cut our clothes on it, ana 
when she wasn't using it it was covered with 
old harness and potatoes. When I was 211 
started one night to go toaround-up. You 
know what the boys are out there. We 
had a ride of sixty miles aud we 
stopped haif-way and wot drunk. About 3 
o'clock in the morning I started to goon. My 
pony got his foot in a gopher-hoie and threw 
me, for I was pretty full, and broke my arm in 
two places. They had to take me back and go 
to Fort Sill, which was sixty wiles, for a sur- 
geon. Well, I was laid up for several months. 
One day I had a shock. I did not know what it 
was then, but I know now. It was electricity. 
It tingled down to the ends of my fingers. I 
did not know what was the matter with me. I 
was scared. I got up and 1 wanted to look 
in that old ‘pianner.” I took the harness 
off and got it open. Then 1 began to play. I 
hope I may die here if I know how I did it. but 
I played it. It made me so glad I howled. The 
old woman thought I bad gone mad. If I ever 
saw the music of it before I hope I may 
drop.“ N 

This astounding story is corroborated by 
several people, and, strange as it may be, is 
not outside the range of psychologic phenom- 
ena. The fellow plays as one possessed. He 
bas taken the rooms on Thirteenth street for- 
merly occupied by Mrs. Langtry, and is ar- 
ranging to give a concert here, probably at 
Steinway Hall. 

It be does not attract a great deal of curious 
attention, lam very much mistaken.

The financier’s handsome building 
stands on a site once occupied by the mansion 
of Nathaniel Prime, a ruler of Wall street firty 
years ago, when millionaires were few and 
John Jacob Astor was at the hight ot nis com- 
mercial renown. It was in one of the cham- 
bers of the ancient mansion that old Nat 
Prime, as he was calied, cut bis throat through 
an insane fear, in spite of bis riches, of being 
reduced to poverty. On the walisof Mr. Field's 
lofty and interesting nook are the portraits of 
many notable persons at bome and abroad, in- 
cluding -Mr. Gladstone, with whom he bas 
stopped at Hawarden. 

The quiet, biue-eyed, resofute-looking man 
whom | sometimes meet in the region of the 
Stock Exchange meditatively smokmg a cigar 
as he walks slowly towards his office near by 
is the Murat of Wall street, James R. Keene.

The dust thrown up by the Senate Broadway 
Railroad Investigating Committee has been so 
great this week thar it has almost entirely hid- 
den three cases illustrative of the peculiar dis- 
tribution of spoifs in local politics. The first 
is the case of Mr. Boramjee Byramja Colah, a 
Parsee merchant who came here in 1870. I re- 
member him well. He was of dignified pres- 
ence and a man of great intelligence. He 
visited newspaper offices and public institu- 
tions and attracted average attenuon. -Sud- 
denly he became insane. Over $60,000 was 
found in his trunk at the Hoffman 
House. As he had no friends bere, a guardian 
was appointed. Tweed was then in the zenith 
of his glory, and Tammany Hail had great in- 
fluence with the Judges. A well-known Sachem 
secured possession of the Parsee’s effects. He 
belonged to the patrician element of the party, 
had never trained in the ranks of che 
Pretorians, ana was considered entirely 
trustwortby. Mr. Colah: was sent to 
Bombay afterwards under the guard an- 
ship of one of the Sachem’s friends, who 
was allowed $25,000 for his services. The 
Sachem retained possession of the Parsee's 
money. The family in Bombay made repeated 
efforts to secure it and failed. At the last ac- 
counting only $33 out of the $60,000 remained. 
The balance was eaten up in fees and alliow- 
ances. The Sachem, it is said, excuses bimseif 
on the ground that $25,000 was lost in bad 
mortgage: investments. The facts are being 
developed in an effert to secure a Bpeciflo ac- 
counting. The case recaiis the Taylor will 
case, in which a fortune of $300,000 was 
through law-court ramifications distributed 
among bungry politicians.

The taxpay- 
ers suved $15,000 in all, but it cost them three 
years of litigation to doit. This case recalls a 
Tweed scheme for the widening of Broome 
street fifteen years ago. The Commissioners 
were credited with getting $37,000 for remov- 
ing an iron railing that ran along the front of 
a bock of buildings running trom Wooster to 
Laurens street. 

The third case is developed by? the effort to 
build a new bridge across the Harlem River 
between High bridge and Kings bridge. Poli- 
tics was again the mainspring that secured 
the appointment of the Commissioners.

WORKHOUSES FILLED TO OVERFLOWING— 
OVER 100,000 PERSONS SEEKING RELIEF. 
Pali Mall Gazette: The decision at which Mr. 

Chamberlain has arrived to relax the restric- 

tions on the distribution of outdoor relief 

in face of the existing severe distress 
is an exceptional measure resorted to 


on the spur of the moment, and can- 
not be spegarded as a final answer 
of the Local Government Board to the applica- 
tion of the unempluyed. There is reason to 
believe that Mr. Balfour, before leaving office, 
saw that some such relaxation of the rules was 
inevitabie. 
no other reason than that the existing work- 
houses are said to be already filied to overfiow- 
ing. When your workbouses are crammed any 
further indoor relief is a physical impossibility, 
and, although no officia! revords are obtainable 
as to the holding capavity of the London 
workbouses, it is generally reported that it has 
been practically exbausted. Nothing is more 
startling than to see the steady increase of Lon- 
don pauperism ever since the first week in 
September. With the exception of the week 
foliowing Christmas, when the outpouring of 
private charity led to the usual elight diminu- 
dion in the number receiving outdoor relief at 
“the public expense, there has been a cobsider- 
able increase every week. The decrease re- 
ferred to was about 600, and was swailowed up 
twice over by the increase of the two follow- 
ing weeks. At the end of August there were 
receiving relief in London 85,301 persons, 
51.219 being indoor and 34,082 outdoor paupers. 
The following tavle of the weekly increase is 
signiticant of the progressive increase of the 
destitution in London. These figures do not 
show the total number relieved, but the num- 
ber relieved each week in excess of the previ- 
ous week; and the total result shows that in 
the fourth week of January the number of 
persons in receipt of parish relief was 99,266, of 
whom 57,750 were indoor and 41,516 outdoor 
cases. The total increase in the five months 
covered by the table is about 14,000, divided 
pretty evenly between indoor and outdoor 
oases:

A HISTORICAL CRAFT, 


THE LAST OF THE STEAMER VANDERBIL’, 
PRESENTED BY THE COMMODORE TO THE 
AMERICAN GOVERNMENT. 

San Francisco Call: The sale of the ship 
Three Brothers closes the career of a historical 
craft. In 1855 Commodore Vanderbilt ordered 
constructed for his New York and Havre line a 
steamship which was designed to attain re- 


markabie speed. Whea approaching comple- 
tion, so pleased was the old Commodore with 
the fineness of ber lines and the promise her 
model gave of quick passages that he bad her 
christened after himself. No pains or expense 
had been spared in the Vanderbilt's construoc- 
tion and fittings, and when she left the builder’s 
bands she is said to have represented an ex- 
penditure of $800,000. During the early part 
of the War, when the Contederate cruiser 
Alabama was making such inroads on the 
American merchant marine and the Union 
men-of-war were unable to effect her capture, 
the idea presented itseif to Commodore Van- 
derbilt that perbaps bis t steamship might 
accomplish what the shibe of the navy had 
failed to do, and he presented her to the Gov- 
ernment, For this muanficent act Vanderbilt 
was thanked by Congress and had a goid medal 
struck in hies honor. Ultimately she came to 
this coast convoying the old Monitor Monad- 
nock around the Horn, and made one trip to 
Honolulu, on which occasion she was tendered 
in courtesy to carry Queen Emmadown. On 
her return sbe was laid up at Mare Island until 
ultimately sold fora small amount to 
owes & Co., who, at an expense of nearly 
000, fitted ber up as a sailing vessel, and 
occasion of her first leaving this port with 
was agala dayio the harbor. 
After m several voyages she was sold in 
Liverpool for a small amount to her late 
owners, an English firm, who soid ber, 
to be used as a coal bulk at Gibraitar.

THE GRAND JURY’S REPORT. 

The February grand jury finished its work 
for the term yesterday and reported to Judge 
Tuley. The jury considered 156 cases, finding 
seventy-five true bills, sixty-nine uo bills.“ 
and passing fourteen cases to the next grand 
jury. The jury recommended that the March 
grand jury investigate the condition of the 
Town of Lake lock-up. The bridewell was 
found in as good condition as to cleanliness 
and discipline as it was possible to make it, 
considering its overcrowed condition. Its con- 
dition for years past had been bad, but such 
was its stute now that the sending of pris- 
oners there amounted to inbuman treatment. 
The county bad an agreement with the city to 
pay for the detention and sustenance of pris- 
oners sept to the bridewell from the county 
courts, under which it paid annually into the 
City Treasury a large amount of mopey. The 
grand jury recommended that the county give 
notice to the city authorities that, unless the 
city should take immediate steps or the en- 
largement of the bridewell, the agreement or 
contract referred to be rescinded and consid- 
ered no longer binding. The danger of fire at 
the Insane Asylum from the insufficient water 
supply was found far greater than the dictates 
of ordinary prudence, aside from any humave 
view of the case, justified. Recommendation 
was made that a sbelter-sbed be built in the 
jail-yard for the protection from the inclem- 
ency of the weather of women and children 
visiting days.

„ HARK FROM THE TOMSS.” 

That wideiy-famous prison nicknamed The 
Tombs becomes architecturally more and 
more striking as the neighborhood gets filled 
by tall houses of business. The biock which it 
occupied was once the centre of a pond, which 
was made a building site by dumping in stone 
and earth. The vicinity was then miserable. 
With the Five Pofnts and Baxter street at band 
and an environment of groggeries, the Egyptian 
pile of granit was not flattened in appearance, as 
now, by contrast with lofty structures. Its 
sombre, beavy walls are impressively suitable 
for the inclosure of criminals and their pun- 
ishment, and Jam inclined to think that the 
tomb-like aspect upon the vicious is for the 
best. Every han, woman, and child of the ad- 
jacent slums can point out the exact part 
of the wall behind which the gallows 
is erected for murderers; and, as the 
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spot of execution is in sight from the cell- 


windbws of the women’s part of the prison— 
though always screened at hanging times—1t is 
to be\feared that too many Sixth Ward mothers 
can describe it to their children from personal 
recollection. The Tombs officers tell of a 
strange regard toward tbe gallows site by the 
widow of a negro—one of three highwaymen 
who waylald and murdered a Jew peddier on a 
lonely road in the northern suburbs of the 
city. The crime was ignorant and brutal, for 
st was so recklesly committed that detection 
was unavoidable, and the deliberate slaughter 
of the victim could not possibly have been re- 
warded by more than a few dollars and trink- 
ets. I remember the case distinctly for two rea- 
sons. Firet. the lawyer who defended them said 
to me, in court: The only faint hope for 
these fellows is in a fool juryman. Wouldn't 
vou like to try your judgment in picking one 
out?’ I assented, and he challenged or accept- 
ed jurors on my choice: but the idiot was not 
secured, and a unanimous verdiet was found 
without ado. Second, I saw the three culprits 
banged in a row from one beam.

RAILROADS AND BEEF. 


COMMISSIONER FINK’S INTERPRETATION OF 
THE SPIRIT AND INTENT OF THE COMMON 
LAW. 

New York Times: The new freight rates for 
dressed beef and live cattle from Chicago east- 
ward will be imposed next week. The present 
rate for dressed beef is 74 per cent higher than 
the rate for live cattle. The new rate for 
dressed beef will be 85 5-7 per cent higher than 
that for live cattle. Commissioner Fink and 
his employers cannot deceive the public by 
talking about a reduction af rates for both 
branches of the beef business, for it is a com- 
parison of the two rates that is of importance 
in this matter. The fat is plain that the dis- 
crimination against d sed beef is to be meas- 
ured by 85 57 per cent, whereas it has not 
heretofore exceeded 74 per cent. Now, upon 
what principle do the railroad companies de- 
fend this discrimination? Let Commissioner 
Fink speak for them: 

The principle upon which the relative rates have 
now been determined is that the cost of trans- 
portation on a pound of beef from Chicago to New 
York shal) be the same whether the cattie are 
slaughtered in Chicago or slaughtered in New 
York. The competition between the two articles is 
to be confined to the parties engaged in the busi- 
ness. Heretofore the railroad companies have, 
unfortunately, allowed themseives to be made par- 
ties to this competition, which has led to very un- 
just discrimination and the building up of monopo- 
lies. They now desire to institute a rerorm in this 
respect and to fully carry out the spirit and intent 
of the common law. They propose to put the live- 
stock and dressed-beef shipper upon exactly the 
same footing so far as the cost of transporting the 
net product is concerned. Large capital is invest- 
ed in both branches of the business, and the rail- 
road companies have no right to aid one party in 
destroying the business of the other. 

This is an extract from a letter written by 
Commissioner Fink for publication and pub- 
lished in the Times. Beyond question, then, 
this is the position of the railroad companies 
operating lines from Chicago to New York, as 
defined by their joint agent. 

These d, companies are common car- 
riers. What right have they to so adjust rates 
that a pound of dressed beef shipped trom 
Chicago shail cost as much in New York as a 
pound of dressed beef from an animal killed in 
New York? Is there anything in the com- 
mon law,“ to which Mr. Fink refers with such 
an appearance of fairness, that requires com- 
mon carriers to fix the price of food in great 
cities by a manipulation of transportation 
rates? Is there anything inthe common law 
that requires or empowers a common carrier 
to fix rates at certain figures for the sole pur- 
pose of maintaining competition between two 
branches of the same industry, or of uphola- 
ing one branch of industry at the expense of 
its rival, or even of destroying the legitimate 
results of competition by preventing one 
party from destroying the business of the 
other? Piainly not. But a trunk-line Com- 
missioner who says—as Mr. Fink does—that 
„ tho consumers have no interest in these 
quarreis "’ about the fixing of fair rates upon 
a most important article of food, cannot fai 
to have queer ideas about all laws except those 
by which trunk-line poeis try to govern them- 
selves. 

To an honest and disinterested railroad com- 
pany the problem could not be a very difficult 
one. John Smith of Chicago has a steer weigh- 
ing 1,000 pounds which he wishes to send to 
New York. John Brown of the same city has 
1,000 pounds of dressed beef which he a'so 
desires to send to New York. What is a fair 
rate per 100 pounds for each of these sbip- 
ments, taking up one without regard to the 
other? The steer must be cared for on the 
journey, and the beef takes care ot itself, or 
at least it is not necessary to feed it or water 
it. Moreover, its owner furnishes a refriger- 
ator car of his own for its transportation. 
Bearing in mind the care required and other 
conditions which wiil occur to the reader, 
would not a disinterested person say that the 
rate for dressed beef ought to be even lower 
than the rate for live animals? Yet the rail- 
road companies charge 74 per cent more now, 
and will charge 85 5-7 per cent more next 
week. This they do, they say, in order that 
the cost of carrying a pound of dressed beef 
may be the same for both—or, in other words, 
that in New York Shipper Smith may sell the 
570 pounds of dressed beef yielded by his steer 
at the same price per pound that Shipper 
Brown can secure ia the sume market for bis 
1,000 pounds prepared for use before ship- 
ment. 

The real explanation of this great discrimina- 
tion lies in the fact that the railroad com- 
panies, tneir stockbolders, and the friends of. 
their stockholders are in the Hve-stock busi- 
ness at important terminal points in the East. 
The remarkable growth of the dressed-beef 
business bas burt them in the pocket; for, not- 
withstanding unjust discrimination against 
them, the dressed-beef men have been under- 
selling the stock-yard and abattoir men in the 
open market. They bave done this, it is said, 
in spite of secret rebates wiven to shippers ot 
animals. These stockholders, directors, yara- 
men, and freight-line men have determined to 
check the dressed-beef business by making it 
more difficult for the dressed-beef men to serve 
the Eastern market. That is ali there is of it— 
Mr. Fink's virtuous talk about “reform,” the 
common law. and an attack upon monopoly to 
the contrary notwithstanding. ¢ 

But the railroad companies will soon discover 
that the signs of the times are not pt of the 


for such an enforcement of the ‘‘spirit of the 
common lav as interpreted by Mr. Fink. Con- 
sumers do have, and will take, an interest in 
this matter, and their voices will be heard. 
The stock-yard men apd abattoir men havea 
right to maintain their business by all legiti- 
mate means, but they have no right to use the 
rates of all the common carriers between this 
city and the West asa weapon with which to 
fight their trade batties at the expense of the 


peopie.

The President's and Miss Cleve- 
land’s Social Peculiarities Mak - 
ing Them Disliked. 


Badean’s Gossipy Book Creates a De- 
cided Stir—The Senators’ Wives 
and the Cabinet Women. 


A Very Busy Week, with Eutertainments 
of Every Imaginable Desoription

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—- [Special Cor- 
respondence.|—The President will give Friday 
evening the secoud of his receptions. This ro- 
ception is given in honor of the army and navy, 
and as at the diplomatic reception no invita- 
tions are issued. Senators afd members still 
insist that they will not @ttend a reception 
when they are invited through the newspapers, 
in spite of the fact that the President bas add- 
ed to the notices of this reception that he hopes 
that Senators and members will come without 
any further notice. But the old Senators are 
very jealous of their social mghts and say that 
if their presence is really desired they are 
worth being invited as they are to recep tions 


at other houses. The members of the 
House are always ready to follow in 
the footsteps of the Senate in all 


eocial matters, at least, so that it is probable 
that Congress will bave & very small repre- 
sentation at the White House this Friday even- 
ing. Another thing which aunoys the Senators 
even more than the manner of their being in- 
vited is that the reception to be given in their 
bonor is the third one and comes two weeks 
after the one given to the army and navy. 
One Senator’s wife said to me: “My husband 
will not attend these recepuons. He thinks 
that the President has not shown Congress the 
proper respect either with regard to the irvi- 
tations or in giving the army and navy preced- 
ence. The fact of the matter is,“ she contin- 
ved, “the President Knows nothing of these 
things himself, and be is being taken care of 
socially entirely by a little pique of army of- 
ficers who think the world and society should 
be run entirely in their interests.“ 

Miss Cleveland said to a dy the other day 
that her brother greatly tted that his time 
was so much occupied wit@his work that he 
was not able to enter into social gayeties 
of Washington. Miss Clev@land had probably 
not heard of her brother's remark about feed- 
ing the Judges when she said this. As forjthe 
President's great regret that he cannot go into 
society, there is not hing i bis present manner 
or his past life that would give one the im- 
pression that be was suffe decuuse he could 
not attend ali the teas and pid ladies’ lunches, 
as Arthur did. The Present nimself, how- 
ever, made the same remark to a society 
leader who was calling at the White House 
that his sister made to herfriend. But be was 
most likely inveigled into Saying this by her 
asking if he would not enjoy going out. 
LARGE BANK ACCOUNTS IN HIGH FAVOR. 

Miss Cleveland has caused some feelinr 
among certain wives of Senators who were not 
invited to her luncheon last Friday, and who 
thought they ought to be among tne first, by 
sending an invitation to Mrs. Marshall 0. 
Roberts, whose sole recommendation for this 
honor seems to be that she basa large fortune. 
Mrs. Roberts, a very agreeable. woman, and the 
widow of the wealthy New York mercbant, bas 
within the last month taken a small house here 
for the remainder of the winter. Last 
Wedpesday she attended Miss Cleveland's 
reception, - accompanied “by a triend 
who bad met Miss Cleveland and who 
introduced Mrs. Roberts, who had never met 
her. On.y a few words were exchanged, as 
there were many present, and Mrs. Roberts 
and ber friend passed on. The following aay 
Mrs. Roberts was greatly surprised to receive 
a card of invitation to Miss Cleveland's iunch. 
Her friend who was with and who bas 
known Miss Cleveland. ws not invited, by the 
way. Of course, Mrs. Roberts accepied the 
invitation. But wives of prominent Senators 
who were not invited to this luncheon have not 
been at all backward in giving their opinion as 
to the cause for Mrs. Roberts receiving an in- 
vitation. During the last three Administrations 
a person with a good bank account has been able 
to make a good impression at the White House 
without much exertion. Washington people 
have not yet gotten through talking about 
President Hayes taking Mrs. Astor to the 
supper table at one of the receptions at the 
White House and leaving the wife of the 
Speaker, who was then the ranking lady in 
official society, to come with any one sbe could 
pick up. This, too, was an official recepuon 
given to the diplomatic corps, with engraved 
cards of invitation, an elegant supper, and 
everything in the most approved form, with 
the exception of the manners of the President. 

At Miss Cleveland's luncheon Friday the 
guests were ushered from the east room to the 
dining-room in a novel way. Instead of che 
ladies being given cards in the cloak-room, 80 
that each one would know with whom she was 
to go in to the table, one of the assistant mar- 
shais from the court, a man with 1 
sonorous voice, was brought up to the ite 
House and called the names of the ladies two 
by two, and in that way they slowly filed 
through the corridor into the state dining- 
room. For instance, be first called Mrs. 
Cockrell and Mrs. McPherson.”’ These two 
ladies got together and stood up. Then he 
called Mrs. Warner Miller and the name of the 
lady who accompanied her. This is something 
after the manner that scholars in a public 
school are called out for a march or any other 
schoo! exercise. 

A GOSSIPY BOOK. 

Adam Badeau’s novel entitled Conspiracy” 
has had a great run m Washington. The book 
starts in the most innocent way with a descrip- , 
tion of Cuba and Cuban life, but after about 
fifty pages of quiet description the scene sud- 
denly changes to Washington, and the Arthur 
Administration, both sociaily and politically, 
issbown up in a most startling way. The 
Frelingbuysens, especially the son-in-law por- 
tion of that family, are Much more severely 
treated than they bave ever been in the news- 
papers. Badeau marries the President to a 
society leader, and then the Frelinghuysen 
son-in-law is represented as her lover—a slight 
change from the tacts which does not dis- 


guise the characters in the least to 
those familiar with the social 
life in Wasbington during Arthur's 


term. During the course of the novel Badeau 
takes occasion to give bis side of the story of 
his trouble with the State Department while 
he was Consul-General at Havana. The book 
at the outset is so innocent that many people 
had it on their tables for several weeks before 
they discovered what a perfect mine of gossip 
it was. One visitor who saw the book on a 
friend’s table said: 80 you are reading Ba- 
deau's book. Did you ever find quite as much 
gossip in any one book?” ‘**What do you 
mean?’’ was the reply. I have not looked at 
the book, though it bag been lying on my ta- 
bie for several days. Her triend explained 
to her sonietbing of the contents of the book, 
aud the lady said that she should not close ber 
eyes that night until she had read tne book 
through. To think,“ she said, that I have 
had that book on my table all this time and did 
not know that it was filled with gossip.“

APPEASING SENATORIAL WRATH. 


It bas been noticed all winter that very few 
of the wives of Senators made Cabinet calls. 
Moat of these iadies hold as large receptions as 
any of the Cabinet members’ wives, and 
some of them, like Mrs. Logan, prob- 
ably ‘receive more calls during a season 
than doy Cabinet lady. Yet at ache beginning 
of the season the wives of the Cabinet mom- 
bers held a little meeting at Mrs. Endicott’s 
and decided that they would not return visits 
in-person, but would send their cards by serv- 
ants, Tuts naturally did not please the Sena- 
tors’ wives, who were expected to make their 
visits in person, and who think that their social 
position entities them to some consideration 
from wives of Cabinet officers. The Senators 
themseives, too, were as much intcrested in the 
mutter as their wives. The result has been that 
the Cabinet receptions have not been well at- 
tended by Senatoriai families, with the excep- 
tion of some of the Democratic ladies. It has 
taken the ladies of the Cabinet some time to 
discover that they were not popular in Sen- 
atorial circles, but within the last week or two 
it has become apparent even to them. So now 
they are carefully studying the list of Sena- 
tors in the Congressional Directory, and every 
Thursday afternoon they can be seen hurrymg 
from one Senator’s bouse to another to get 
through the list and pay their visits in person 
before the season closes, In some cases their 
anxiety to overcome the prejudice against 
them bas been so great that they have cailed 
upon the wives of some of the leading Sena- 
tors twice and given them personal invitations 
to their bouses. 

This change of policy was particularly no- 
ticeable today at Mrs. Whitney's. She had in- 
vited to receive with ber Miss Dawes, daughter 
of the Senator from Massachusetts, and Miss 
Evarts, daughter of the New York Senator, 
two Republicans—a most decided change in 
ber assistants from her other receptions, where

THE RENTING SEASON. 

Real-estate agents have becu kept busy the 
last week attending to the wants of renters. 
The principal inquiry bas been for down-town 
store property. In fact the demand for stores 
almost verges on a boom. Hundreds of new- 
comers are seeking desirable locations near the 
centre of trade, and many of the old concerns 
are canvassing-the business district in search 
of larger quarters. — 2 almost every kind of 
trade there has been marked improvement 
during the last year. The march of 
progress has extended in every tirection 
to such an extent that some of the large re 
tail dry-goods and clothing houses have out- 
grown tne quarters which a few years ago were 
thought large enough to take care of any in- 
crease that might accrue during the next de- 
cade. Even the most conservative and far- 
seeing merchant confesses that the business of 
the city has increased beyond his most sanguine 
expectations, and the problem now to be soivea 
is not so much how to foster the growth as 
bow to take care of it. State street in par- 
ticular is becoming more crowded every year, 
and this year leaseholds in choice localities are 
vigorously sought after. So great is the de- 
mand tnat small concerns now holding leases 
bave been offered large bonuses to move out, 
while others, whose leases expire between now 
and May 1, are being forced out by the sbarp 
advance in rentals. Almost every day some 
State street shopkeeper gives notice of remov- 
al on account of high rents, but there are 
scores of concerns eager to move in the mo- 
ment the others vacate. One large clothing- 
house at the corner of Clark and Madison 
streets has taken double the amount of room 
it now occupies in the same building, thus 
driving out all of the tenants now on the sec- 
ond floor, and a littie further south all other 
occupants of a large building have been told to 
look elsewhere in order that the concern on the 
first floor may extend its storage facilities to 
the roof. In the same biock a firm that occu- 
pies one entire buiiding has eobbied up the ad- 
joining building, thereby compelling a score of 
small firms to get out. This state of affairs 
exists on both sides of that great retail thor- 
oughtare from Randolph south to Van 
Buren street, and from present indications 
the retaii trade of State street, which only a 

w years ago dia notextend south of Adams 

et, will soon eat its way to Twelfth. Or 
— the advance in rents 1s in proportion to 
the increased demand for property, and of this 
the reader can readily form an opinion by 
casting his eye over the terms of new leases. 
Single stores on the street, 20x80 leet, have 
been leased for $5,500, and, although one can 
scarcely comprebend how a retail concern can 
afford to pay such an enormeus rental, there 
are several firms who pay an annual rent 
of $60,000 for an entire building. One 
small building, twenty feet wide and five 
stories high, was rented last week for $18,000 
a year on a five-years’ lease; while another, a 
little larger, which had been bringing $22,000, 
was released for $25,000. The lease of a store 
that bad rented for $4.200 was renewed for 
$6,000, aud the first floor and basement of a 
building pretty well up the street was leased 
tor $5,500, while last year all four floors of the 
building only brought in $5,000. 

This advance in State street property applies 
to all desirable stores in the business district 
on a more moderate scale. Wabash avenue, for 
instance, from Randolph street south to Jack- 
son, bas been gradually creeping up, and bids 
fair to become a retail street of considerable im- 
portance. Quite a number of eoncerns that could 
not affard the enormous rents asked by State 
street landiords are seeking quarters in the 
commodious and elegant structures that line 
both sides of the avenue. Stores that last year 
rented for $7,000 are now bringing $8,000, while 
a corresponding advance is asked on other 
property wituin the limits named. In fact, the 
future of Wabash avenue is far brighter than 
many bave anticipated, and this fact is evinced 
by the manifest activity in which substantial 
business blocks are sought after by investors. 
South Water, Lake, Randolph, Madison, and 
Clark street business-properties are h 
weil, though io the most desirabie parts of 
those streets rents are somewhat firmer. Dear- 
born street rents are as stiff as usual, and 
quite a number of the fashionable tallors have 
decided to give up their high-priced quarters 
and move to La Sahle street, where desirable 
locations are found in rooms vacated by com- 
mission firms at much lower figures. A strik- 
tug illustration of the advance in Dearborn 
Street rents south of Adams is found in the 
figures named in the lease of a new brick 
structure which is now being completed at the 
corner of Dearborn and Quincy. This building, 
seven stories bigh, is ¥y constructed, as 


of five years at $22,500 per annum. 

ures ought to dispel any doubts, if any 
concerning the advantage of investing in 

cago real estate. Some noteworthy changes 
are being made on Clark street, and particu- 
larly in the vicinity of Randolph street. 
Nearly all the railroad ticket and freirht offices 
that have so long monopolized that part of 
the street are going further south. Most of 
the freight offices have found more desirabie 
quarters in the otlice buildings around the new 
Board of Trade, while the nger offices 
move up Clark street and settle between Mon- 
roe street and the Grand Pacific. Just what 
will be done with the rooms vacated by them 
bas hardly been determined. It is quite prob- 
able, bowever, that it will be difficuit to fill the 
vacancies with desirable tenants unless some 
radical changes are made., At present the 
stores on the first floor of the Sherman House 
and Ashiand Block, as well as the blocks north, 
are elevated above the street. This was done 
in order to utilize the basements for barber- 
shops and beer-saioons, and as the latter 
are good paying tenants, the landlords wili not 
fee! like sacrificing the basements in order to 
bring stores flush with the sidewalks. An- 
other change on Clark street will be the con- 
verting of the four stores on the northwest 
corner of Madison into one, which is to be oo- 
cupied by a retail clothing dealer. 

The wholesale district will remain practically 
unchanged so far as rents are concerned, there 
being ample room at present to meet the de- 
mand. Rents, however, are firm, and will 

robably advance in the course ot another 

ear or two. Most of the large buildings occu- 
piea by wholesale firms are leased for a tecm 
of years, and very few leases will have to 
be renewed. In the cheaper retail streets, 
such as North Clark, Wells, West Madison, 
South Halsted, Blue Island, and Milwaukee, 
stor@gents will be subject to little change, as 
they are already paying a bandsome interes, 
on the capita! invested. 

The craze for erecting large office buildings 
that struck Chicago two years ago has prac- 
tically died out for the want of material, but 
it bas left the market ereatly overstocked. 
Many magnificent structures, ten, twelve, and 
thirteen stories high, were thrown open to the 
public last year, and as each of them was ca- 
pable of holding several hundred tenants 
offices became a drug on the market. 
Of course the removal of the Board of 
Trade to Jackson street materially affected 
office property around the old Chamber of 
Commerce, and some of the big office buildings 
that bad been paying for themselves a.must 
every year were nearly depopuiated. It was 
also found that more buildings bad been put 
up in the new district than were needed, and 
the result was that many offices, both old and 
new, remained vacant throughout the year. 
Consequently office rents went down 30 to 50 
per cent. Owners of new buildings, who bad 
set their figures highin the expectation that 
tenants would come flocking to them, found it 

essary to drop, and in old buildings 
wiitre offices had rented for as high as 
$3,000 a year landlords were giad to 
get half that figure. A year, however, bas 
wrought a wonderful change, and the natural 
growth of the city has been so great that the 
vacant offices are rapidly filling up. To be 


+ Sure, rents are quite low, but they are largo 


enough to insure a liberal income to owners. 
Facing the new Board of Trade, the immense 
buildings erected during the last two years are 
well filied up, and at prices ranging from 8900 
for very smali offices on top floors to $5,000 on 
first floors. A block or two away other large 
and costly office buiidiogs that were expected 
to catoh commission firms failed to prove at- 
tractive on account of distance, but are now 
being filed at reduced rents with a more di- 
versified character of tenants. In the old 
office district buildings that were thought like- 
ly to remain practically empty for years 
are already nearly full, and the mam- 
moth structure ut the corner of Clark and 
Washington streets is paying dividends ap- 
proximating 20 per cent per annnm. The 
greatest failing off in office rents is in old 
style buildings, where there are no elevator fa- 
cilities. Many of these are located on Wasb- 
ington street, and their owners are racking 
their brains in trying to figure out how they 
can improve their property so as to restore it 
to a paying basis. A solution of the difficulty 
might be found if the buildings were converted 
into stores. Washington street is in every way 
adapted to retali trade, and if lan lords made 
an effort they could doubtiess succeed in ia- 
ducing first-class retail concerns to occupy 
their buildings. If this project was carried 
out it would relieve State street without sepa- 
rating the retail interests. 

It is the general impression that very little 
change will be made in the rents of residence 
property. It is, however, almost too early to 
give a very comprehensive statement of the 
situation, as the market has bardly bad time to 
develop. Such inquiry as is being made for 
the better class of residence property is 
chiefly for modern-built houses, with dining- 
room and kitcben on the parior floor. People 
who can afford to pay big rents are tired of 
basements, or in other werds basements are 
no longer fashionable. The result of this in- 
novation in tne construction of houses is that al! 
new houses built after the modern style of archi- 
tecture are eagerly sought for and are rented 
at good prices iong before their completion. 
Consequently those who have decided to give 
up their basement nouses this spring can 
make.up their minds to do a great deal of 
hunting and pay a bit price for what they get. 
On the other hand, their less fashionable 
neighbors who are content to live in basements 
will probably ask their landlords.to come down 
on their rent. It is only fair to say that land- 
lords have determined to make a strong fight 
on the rent question. They are not aitogether 
unreasonable and are wiiling to do almost 
anything tenants ask for in the way of re 
pairs, but they are sufliciently avaricious 
to think rents are low enough. 
Three-story houses in desirable neigh- 
borboods will command from 8900 to 
81.200 a year. Probably the greatest firmness 
that exists in residence property is on the 
North Side, from La Salle avenue east to the 
lake and south of North avenue. The chief 
cause for the firmness is that residences in 
that district enjoy uct only the distinction of 
being surrounded by a good neighborhood, but 
are convenient to the business centre. Be- 
yond North avenue house-buiiding has been 
somewhat overdone, and there are a large num- 
ber of moderate price houses and flats 
empty which will readily find ten- 
ants when the street-car facilities are 
improved, South Side residence property is 
also likely to hold its own, but West Side rents 
are materially weaker. It is estimated that 
enough pew dwellings were put up last year to 
accommodate 40,000 persons, and, as a large 
number of these were built in the West 
Division, where ground is comparatively cheap, 
they have bad a perceptible effect in lowering 
rents. Many argue that the West Side is the 
best part of the city from every point of view 
for a man of moderate income to live. One can 
get avery comfortabie house with from eight 
to ten rooms tor from $45 to $55, and on very 
pleasant streets. The same bouse in an equally 
desirable neighborhood on either the North or 
South Side will command frum $10 to $20 
more. Flats are not near so popular as they 
were a few years ago, and during the last two 
years rents have depreqjated from 20 to 30 per 
cent. There are hundreds of empty flats today, 
and one can obtain very pleasant apartmebts 
of six, seven, or eight rooms from $18 to $30. 
High-priced flats, with steam heat, janitor 
service, cievators, and all other modern im- 
provements, range from $60 to $100. Cottages 
are very popular with a certain class of tenants 
and are not likely to decline in value.
